THE  members  of  assembly  being  met,  according  to  proclamation,  Mr.  Scar-   House  meet 
lett  and  Mr.  Marshall  waited  on  his  grace  the  governor,  and  acquainted 
him  therewith :

Whereupon  Mr.  Speaker,  and  the  whole  house,  went  up;  and  being  returned, 
Mr.  Speaker  acquainted  the  house  that,  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  an 
act  for  that  purpose,  passed  in  the  year  1795,  anew  writ  had  been  issued,  during 
the  recess,  for  the  election  of  a  member  to  serve  in  this  assembly,  for  the  parish 
of  Westmorland,  in  the  room  of  Anthony  G.  Storcr,  esquire,  deceased. 

A  message  from  his  grace  the  governor,  in  council,  by  the  clerk  of  the  coun-  Return  to  writs  for 
cil,  who  brought  down  the  writs  of  election  for  the  parishes  of  Portland  and  moriand.  * 
Westmorland;  which,  with  the  provost-marshal's  return  thereto,  being  severally 
read,  it  appeared  that  John  Sutton  Minot,  esquire,  was  returned  a  representa- 
tive for  the  parish  of  Portland,  in  the  room  of  George  Minot,  esquire,  whose 
seat  the  house  had  vacated,  and  that  Joseph  Stone  Williams,  esquire,  was  re- 
turned a  representative  for  the  parish  of  Westmorland,  in  the  room  of  Anthony 
G.  Storer,  esquire,  deceased. 


And  Mr.  Minot,  attending,  took  the  usual  oaths,  and  his  seat,  accordingly,

The  following  rules  were  read,  and  ordered  to  be  the  standing  rules  of  the   Rules  of  the  h 


chouse : 


I.  THAT  the  assembly  bs  supposed  not  met,  except  the  speaker  be  present. 

A  II.  That 
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II.  That  seventeen  maJce  a  quorum,  to  act  as  if  all  the  members  were  present , 
and  to  proceed  to  all  business. 

III.  That  seven  be  a  quorum  to  meet  and  adjourn,  as  they  see  convenient,  dur- 
ing the  sitting  of  the  house  this  session,  and  to  send  for  absent  members. 

IV.  That  every  member  place  himself  as  he  comes  in,  that  there  may  seem  no 
disparity,  the  speaker  always  excepted,  who  must  take  the  chair. 

V.  That  such  of  the  assembly  as  shall  be  appointed  to  propose  what  the  house 
hath  to  offer  to  the  governor,  or  to  the  commander  in  chief,  or  to  the  council,  shall 
■not  be  exempted  from  going,  unless  such  member  has  been  of  the  council,  or  sjieaker 
of  the  assembly. 

VI.  That  the  assembly,  always  at  rising,  do  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  as  they 
shall  sec  it  convenient  for  the  speedy  dispatch  of  affairs  ;  and  that  none  depart  the 
house  without  the  speaker's  leave,  upon  any  pretence  whatsoever. 

VII.  That  every  bill,  before  it  pass,  be  read  three  times,  with  the  amendments. 

VIII.  That  no  member  speak  above  twice  to  the  same  debate,  without  leave  of 
the  house  ;  and  that  none  presume  to  speak  without  sianiiug  up,  and  addressing 
himself  to  Mr.  Speaker. 

IX.  That  such  as  are  appointed  of  committees  be  named  by  the  speaker,  and 
approved  of  by  the  house. 

X.  That  the  speaker  and  assembly  have  power  to  imprison  such  of  their  mem- 
bers as  shall  misbehave  themselves,  that  all  may  be  governed  by  order  and  decency. 

XI.  That  the  minutes  of  the  house  be  entered  fair,  and  compared  every  morn- 
ing ;  and  that  the  books  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  speaker  for  the  time  being. 

XII.  That  when  any  motion  is  made,  and  seconded  by  any  member,  it  shall  be 
put  to  the  vote  whether  the  matter  proposed  shall  be  debated. 

XIII.  That,  to  prevent  any  misunderstanding  in  the  house,  no  person  shall  be 
liable  to  answer  for  a  motion  made,  or  words  spoken,  in  the  house,  Unless  it  be  at 
the  same  sitting,  and  before  an  adjournment ;  and  that  the  house  receive  no  inform- 
ation from  without  doors  of  words  spoken  openly  in  the  house. 

XIV.  That  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  be  read  every  morning,  before  the 
house  proceed  to  any  business. 

XV.  That  a  resolution  being  taken  on  any  matter  under  the  consideration  of 
the  house,  in  the  house,  such  resolution  shall  not  be  altered  during  the  same  session. 

XVI.  That  a  bill,  which  has  been  reported  from  a  committee  of  the  whole 
house,  and  agreed  to,  shall  not  be  recommitted  for  the  purpose  of  altering  or  re- 
versing any  thing  therein  contained,  but  solely  for  the  introduction  of  new  or  sup- 
plemental  matter,  in  aid  of  the  provisions  in  the  bill  previously  agreed  to. 

XVII.  That  every  member,  who  shall  absent  himself  without  leave  of  the  ho;ise 
or  the  speaker,  be,  without  further  order,  taken  into  custody  ;  and  thai  the  speaker 
shall,  and  he  is  empowered  and  required  to,  sign  warrants  for  those  purposes. 

XVIII.  That  all  persons  who  shall      ordered  into  custody  do  pay  to  the  ser- 

geant 
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geant  at  arms  a  })istole,  and  to  the  clerk  half  a  pistole,  for  each  day  such  pjr  I 
shall  remain  in  custody  ;  and,  that  all  persons  "who  shall,  during  the  continuance  of 
this  assembly,  be  in  custody  at  the  time  of  any  future  prorogation,  shall  be  taken 
into  custody  at  the  next  session  ;  and  that  the  speaker  issue  his  warrant  accord- 
ingly. 

XIX.  That  no  committee  continue  sitting  after  the  house  is  met. 

XX.  That  any  person  in  custody,  or  under  the  censure  of  the  house,  be  not 
otherwise  admitted  than  by  petition,  members  of  the  house  excepted.. 

XXI.  That  if  any  member  of  this  house  shall  go  off  the  island  without  leave  of 
the  house,  if  sitting,  or  without  acquainting  the  speaker  with  his  intention  of  so 
doing,  in  case  the  house  be  not  sitting,  or,  having  Itad,  leave  to  go  off  the  island, 
shall  not  return  within  the  time  limited  for  such  leave  (unless  sufficient  cause  is 
shewn  to  the  contrary  J,  he  shall  be  expelled. 

XXII.  That  members,  applying  to  the  house  for  leave  to  resign  their  seats, 
shall  be  permitted  to  do  so }  and  that  no  member,  departing  from  the  island  for 
Great-Britain,  shall  have  leave  of  absence  from  the  house,  unless  such  member,  on 
applying  for  that  leave,  shall  expressly  declare  his  intentions  of  i  elurning  and  re- 
suming his  place  in  the  house ;  and  that,  after  twelve  months  leave  of  absence  hady 
the  same  shall  not  be  renewed,  unless  under  special  circumstances,  and  shall  on 
no  account  be  extended  beyond  the  session  in  which  s:ich  further  leave  shall  be  ap- 
plied for. 

XXIII.  That  no  member  of  the  honourable  the  council  of  this  island  hath  any 
right  to  interfere  in,  or  give  his  vote  in,  the  chef  ion  of  any  member  to  serve  in  thii 
assembly. 

XXIV.  That  when  the  house  shall  judge  any  petition  touching  elections  to  be 
frivolous  and.  vexatious,  the  house  will  order  satisfaction  to  be  made  to  the  person 
■pet  it  ion  ed  against. 

XXV.  That  in  case  it  shall  appear  any  person  hath  procured  himself  to  be 
elected,  or  returned,  as  a  member  of  litis  house,  or  endeavoured  so  to  do,  bu  bribery 
or  any  other  con  upt  practices,  this  house  will  proceed  with  the  utmost  severity 
against  such  person. 

XXVI.  That  if  it  shall  appear  any  person  has  been  tampering  with  any  wit- 
nesses, in  respect,  to  their  evidences  to  be  given  to  this  house,  or  any  committee 
thereof  or,  directly  or  indirectly,  endeavouring  to  deter  or  hinder  any  person 

from  appearing  or  giving  evidence,  the  same  is  declared,  to  be  a  high  crime  and. 
misdemeanor,  and  this  house  will  proceed  with  the  utmost  severity  against  such 
(offenders. 

XXVII.  That  if  it  shall  appear  any  peisons  have  given  false  evidence  in  any 
cause  before  the  house,  or  any  committee  thereof,  this  house  will  proceed  with  the 
utmost  severity  against  such  offenders. 

XXVIII.  That,  in  all  cases  of  controverted  elections,  the  petitioners  do,  by 
themselves  or  by  their  agents,  within  a  convenient  time  to  be  appointed  by  the 
house,  deliver  to  the  sitting  members,  or  their  age/its,  lists  of  the  persons  intended 
by  the  petitioners  to  be  objected  to,  who  voted  for  the  sitting  members  j  and  that  the 

•  sitting 
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silting  members  do,  by  themselves  or  their  agents,  within  the  same  time,  deliver  the 
like  lists,  on  their  parts,  to  the  petitioners,  or  their  agents ;  and  that  the  committee 
appointed  to  try  such  elections  take  into  consideration  all  such  matters  as  shall  or 
may  come  in  question  touching  returns  of  elections  „-  and  the  committee  are  to  hove 
power  to  send  for  persons,  papers,  and  records,  for  their  information  and,  if  any 
thing  shall  come  in  question  touching  the  return  of  election  of  any  member,  he  is  to 
withdraw,  and  all  members  returned,  upon  double  returns  are  likewise  to  withdraw, 
until  their  respective  returns  arc  determined. 

XXIX.  That,  when  any  thing  shall  come  in  question  touching  the  matter  of 
privilege  of  any  member,  he  is  to  withdraw  during  the  time  the  matter  is  in  debate. 

XXX.  That  all  persons  ordered  to  attend  this  house,  or  any  committee  thereof, 
tore  under  the  protection  of  this  house  in  coming,  staying,  and  returning;  of  which 
the  provost-marshal,  and  all  other  persons,  are  to  take  notice* 

XXXI.  That  every  member  of  this  house  enjoy  the  privileges  of  his  person 
against  arrests  and  imprisonments,  in  such  a  manner  as  hath  heretofore  been  used 
and  accustomed,  except  in  cases  of  treason,  felony,  breach  of  the  peace,  forcible  en- 
tries, or  forcible  detainers. 

XXXII.  That  no  member  of  this  house  hath  any  prnnlege  in  regard  to  his 
goods  and.  chattels,  except  such  as  are  necessary  for  his  accommodation  during  his 
attendance  on  the  house. 

XXXIII.  That  no  member  of  this  house  hath  any  privilege  against  payment  of 
any  aids,  supplies,  or  taxes,  granted  for  the  support  of  his  majesty's  government  of 
this  island,  or  of  any  parish  duties. 

XXXIV.  That  the  misrepresenting  the  proceedings  of  this  house  is  a  breach  of 
privilege,  and  destructive  of  the J'reedom  of  the  house. 

XXXV.  That  to  assert  this  house  hath  no  power  of  commitment,  but  of  their 
own  members,  tends  to  the  subversion  of  the  constitution  of  the  house. 

XXXVI.  That  no  person,  committed  for  breach  of  privilege  by  order  of  this 
hottse,  might  to  be  discharged  during  the  session  of  assembly  but  by  order  or  war- 
rant of  this  house. 

XXXVII.  That  this  house  will  not  agree  to  any  motion  for  the  granting  of 
public  money,  or  a  report  from  a  committee  recommending  the  grant  of  money  or  (t 
vote  of  credit,  till  such  motion  or  report  has  been  made  three  days. 

XXX  VIII.  'That  no  bill  of  a  private  nature  shall  take  rise  in  this  house  in 
future,  but  by  petition  from  the  party  or  parties  desiring  such  bill,  and  after  a 
report  made  by  a  committee,  to  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  allegations  of  such 
petition. 

XXXIX.  That  no  money  shall  in  future  be  granted  by  this  house  for  any  new 
■roads,  without  a  diagram  of  the  said  roads  be  laid  before  the  house,  attested  on 
oath  by  a  qualified  surveyor. 

X  L.  That,  upon  motion  of  any  member  for  names  being  taken  down  on  a  di- 
vision of  the  house,  and  the  same  being  seconded,  the  names  shall  be  taken  down, 
ami  enUrcd  on  the  minutes  accordingly*

the  officer  commanding  the  Cornwall  district  of  severe  injury  having  been  done 
by  the  late  gales  to  the  barracks  at  Lucea,  and  the  hospital  at  Falmouth  :  At 
the  former  place  the  damage  has  been  so  serious  as  to  render  it  necessary  lor 
the  officer  commanding  at  that  post  to  withdraw  his  detachment,  which  now 
occupies  the  church  :  At  Falmouth  the  hospital  has  been  surveyed,  and  found 
to  be  unsafe. 

Some  damage  has  been  done  at  Savanna-la- Mar. 

I  enclose  herewith  two  letters  from  captain  Stehelin,  commanding  at  Lucea, 
which  detail  the  damage  done  at  that  post,  and  in  one  of  which  it  is  suggested, 
apparently  with  good  reason,  that  the  raising  of  the  flooring  in  one  part  of  the 
barracks  a  little  higher  from  the  ground  would  be  attended  with  beneficial  con- 
sequences to  the  health  of  the  troops  there  stationed. 

The  colonel  commanding  is  induced  to  trouble  his  grace  the  governor  on 
this  occasion  in  die  hope  that,  through  his  grace's  influence,  something  may  be 
immediately  done  to  render  the  barracks  at  Lucea  habitable,  and  the  hospital 
at  Falmouth  secure.

Sir, 

I  am  fully  aware  that  addressing  a  letter  of  service  to  you,  without  going 
through  the  regular  channel,  is  incorrect,  yet  the  present  instance  may  sanction 
a  deviation  from  established  rules  :  Having  only  in  my  object  the  good  of  the 
service,  I  hope  if  I  err  you  will  excuse  it :  I  am  led  to  do  it  with  the  idea  of 
saving  time :  Should  I  report  it  now  to  Major  Dumas,  he  will  not  be  able  to 
forward  it  before  the  following  post. 

The  late  storm  has  injured  the  barrack  No.  1  at  this  post  so  much  that  it 
will  require  a  large  sum  to  render  it  habitable :  The  situation  of  that  barrack 
is  extremely  low,  and  at  times  excessively  damp,  as  was  observed  by  doctor 
•Bucltan  when  last  here:  The  deaths  since  this  detachment  arrived  here  hove, 
amounted  to  ten,  nine  of  whom  belonged  to  that  room  which  has  always  a  fewer 
number  of  men  in  it  than  the  other  :  It  is  therefore  evident  that  situation  must 
be  unhealthy,  and  it  proceeds,  in  my  opinion,  from  the  floor  being  so  near  the 
ground,  which  may  be  easily  raised  a  few  inches :  As  the  barracks  must  be 
thoroughly  repaired,  the  present  may  be  a  good  opportunity  of  making  this 
^alteration  :  The  other  room,  No.  2,  possesses  the  advantage  of  being  boarded 
above  as  well  as  shingled,  which  may  also  in  some  degree  account  for  the  other

Sir,  ; 

The  late  severe  storm  has  left  the  barracks  at  this  post  in  such  a  situation, 
that  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  report  the  particulars  by  express :  The  barrack,  No.  1, 
is  so  much  unshingled  a-;  to  render  it  uninhabitable :  No.  2  lost  many  shingles, 
and  the  windows  and  jealousies  in  both  blown  in:  The  provision -store  is  much 
injured.  The  soldiers'  privy  nearly  destroyed  :  The  officers'  partly  unroofed, 
and  removed  some  distance  by  the  wind.  In  fact  the  situation  of  the  barracks 
at  this  moment  is  wretched  in  the  extreme.  I  have  the  detachment  at  present 
within  the  church,  and  have  applied  to  several  magistrates  respecting  the  re- 
pair?, which  cannot  be  done  unless  a  special  vestry  is  called,  which  would  cause, 
great  inconvenience  to  the  individuals.  I  shall  write  to  captain  Girod  by  post, 
stating  the  particulars  of  injury  sustained.  The  pioneer  I  dispatched  to  Mon- 
tego-Bay  on  the  9th  for  letters  from  Falmouth  returned  this  morning,  not  being 
::ble  to  get  beyond  the  rivers,  as  certified  by  Mr.  llothey,  the  manager  of  Bar- 
bican estate,  in  a  letter  to  me  this  morning.  I  sincerely  hope  the  barracks  will 
be  soon  put  in  a  state  of  repair,  so  as  to  render  it  habitable,  as  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  keep  the  men  within  the  walls  without  harassing  them,  and  not  al- 
lowing them  more  than  one  night  in  bed.  The  officers'  barracks  are  very  slightly 
injured.

"  That  in  March,  1813,  Ann  Elizabeth  Brown,  a  free  person  of  colour,  died 
intestate,  and  without  heirs,  and  was  supposed  to  be  possessed  of  real  estate  and 
slaves  :

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**  That)  shortly  after  her  decease,  the  petitioner  obtained  letters  of  preference 
■for  escheating  the  same,  whereupon  a  writ  of  escheat  was  issued,  returnable 
October  grand  court,  1814,  which  said  writ  the  petitioner  prosecuted  to  final 
judgment : 

u  That  the  said  escheated  property,  consisting  of  two  lots  of  land  and  thir- 
teen slaves,  was  valued  at  1002/.  lO.v.  currency,  and  the  petitioner  paid  1G7/.  li. 
f?/7.  being  one-sixth  part  thereof,  to  his  grace  the  governor,  and  with'  two  Sureties, 
John  Bean,  and  Benjamin  Stribling,  he  entered  into  the  usual. bond  for  paying 
6681.  6s.  Hd.  being  two-thirds  thereof,  to  the  crown  : 

"  That,  although  the  letters  of  preference  described  two  lots  of  land,  yet,  in 
point  of  fact,  the  said  Ann  Elizabeth  Brown  was  only  entitled  to  tliree-fourti; . 
of  the  first  and  one-half  of  the  other,  having  in  her  life-time  disposed  of  the  re- 
maining parts  thereof: 

"  That  in  June,  1802,  the  said  Ann  Elizabeth  Brown  conveyed  every  thin<> 
she  was  worth  or  entitled  unto,  in  real,  personal,  or  mixed  estate,  to  Sarah 
Warlow,  of  the  city  of  London,  formerly  of  Westmorland,  in  this  island,  which 
said  conveyance  purported  to  have  been  proved  before  the  honourable  Charles 
Grant,  and  was  put  upon  record  in  March,  1811 : 

"  That  the  said  conveyance  being  of  so  old  a  date,  and  not  recorded  until 
twelve  months  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Ann  Elizabeth  Brown,  and  the  said 
Ann  Elizabeth  Brown,  who  was  the  housekeeper  of  the  petitioner  for  many 
years,  never  having  mentioned  such  a  circumstance  to  the  petitioner,  lie  verily 
believes  the  said  conveyance  Hot  to  be  genuine,  but  a  forged  deed  : 

"  That  John  Archer,  by  deed,  in  January,  1816,  under  a  power  of  attorney, 
purporting  to  be  from  the  said  Sarah  Warlow,  in  virtue  of  the  conveyance  of 
June,  1802,  manumised  eight  of  the  said  escheated  slaves: 

"  That  one  of  the  slaves  so  manumised  having  been  harboured  by  the  said 
John  Archer,  after  the  petitioner  had  obtained  his  patent,  he  caused  the  said 
John  Archcr  to  be  indicted  under  the  inveigling  act,  and  on  trial  thereof  the 
aforesaid  manumission  was  set  up  and  insisted  on  by  the  said  John  Archer,  in 
consequence  of  which  a  verdict  of  not  guilty  was  returned.;  the  petitioner,  how- 
ever, still  suspecting  the  validity  of  the  aforesaid  conveyance,  caused  the  said 
slave  to  be  secured,  whereupon  an  action  of  homine  rcplegiando  was  instituted 
against  the  petitioner,  and  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  establishing  the  forgery  of 
the  said  deed  of  date  June,  1802,  a  verdict  was  given  in  favour  cf  the  plaintiff 
at  the  last  January  Surrey  assizes  : 

"  That  the  other  slaves  named  in  the  stud  manumission  by  John  Archer,  ex- 
cept one,  whom  the  petitioner  hath  not  seen  since  1808,  also  instituted  similar 
actions,  and  obtained  verdicts  against  the  petitioner: 

"  That  the  petitioner  disposed  of  one  of  the  escheated  slaves  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a  debt  cf  the  said  Ann  Elizabeth  Brown  : 

"  That  the  petitioner  hath  been  informed  two  others  of  the  escheated  slaves 
are  in  the  possession  of  the  said  John  Archer;  that  one  is  blind,  and  runaway, 
and  the  remaining  slave  is  dead  : 

"  That  the  petitioner  believes  the  said  John  Archer  intends  attempting  to 
recover  die  two  lots  of  land,  having  served  the  tenant  with  a  notice  not  to  pay 
the  petitioner  any  more  rent : 

"  That  the  time  for  payment  to  the  crown  of  the  bond  entered  into  by  the 
•petitioner,  together  with  John  Bean  and  Benjamin  Stribling,  for  the  two-third; 
of  .the  value  of  the  said  escheated  property,  having  expired,  the  same  was  put 
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And  praying vfbr  refte£ 

A  petition  or'  John  Sfoelton  Was  presented  to  the  bouse,  and  read,,  setting 
forth, 

64  That  the  petkwwer,  as  dv-uuty-  clerk  of  the  peace  of  the  precinct  of  St.  Ca- 
therine* in  obedience  to  a  letter  from  the  governor's,  secretary,  dated  26th 
Juno,  1818,  prepared  a  return  of  air  trials  of  slaves  in  the  said  precinct,,  be-

They  have  also  examined  Mr.  Anthony  Demayne,  of  his  majesty's  service,  cap- 
.tain  Bullock,  commander  of  the  Walsinghain  packet,  captain  Swiney,  of  the  mer- 
chant service,  ana  the  honourable  Robert  Moulton,  a  younger  brother  of  the 
Trinity-House,  who  all  consider  that  a  light-house  will  be  the  means  of  saving 
much  property  and  many  lives,  and  will  also  expedite  the  voyage  of  vessels  ge- 
nerally : 

Your  committee  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  it  is  expedient  to  erect  a  light- 
house on  Morant-Point,  and  they  recommend  that  the  committee  of  correspon- 
dence direct  the  agent  to  communicate  with  the  committee  at  Lloyd's  on  the 
best  mode  of  carrying  the  measure  into  effect,  and  to  take  such  other  steps  as 
mav  seem  to  him  most  proper  for  attaining  this  important  object: 

Your  committee  also  submit  to  the  house  that  copies  of  the  examinations 
should  be  transmitted  to  the  agent.

Your  committee,  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  management  of  the  public 
hospital,  and  to  report  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  promote  the  ob* 
iccts  of  the  establishment,  report  that,  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the 
house,  the  committee  visited  the  public  hospital  on  Monday  last,  where  they 
met  the  physician  and  surgeons  of  the  establishment,  who  conducted  them 
through  the  several  wards  and  rooms  allotted  to  patients,  and  also  gave  satisfac- 
tory information  respecting  the  internal  economy  and  management  of  the  esta- 
blishment ;  but,  although  the  committee  have  the  pleasure  to  report  favourably 
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of  it  in  (hose  respects,  and  which  is  so  highly  creditable  to  the  medical  gentle- 
men superintending  it,  yet  the  committee  think  it  necessary  to  state  that  the 
betiding  is  neither  in  good  order,  nor  in  fact  of  a  proper  quality : 

That,  from  the  confined  dimensions  of  the  buildings,  the  sick  are  too  much 
crowded  :  In  some  wards  fourteen  patients  arc  contained,  which  ought  to  receive 
onlv  seven  or  eight: 

The  committee  think  it  proper  to  represent  that  the  accommodation  for  luna- 
tics should  be  sufficiently  extended  to  admit  those  unhappy  persons  from  till 
parts  of  the  island,  and  that  wards  for  those,  for  whom  coercion  is  necessary, 
should  be  placed  out  of  the  hearing  of  the  rest  of  the  patients :  They  therefore 
recommend  that  land  adjoining  the  hospital  be  purchased,  whereon  to  erect 
twelve  wards  suitable  for  the  confinement  of  lunatics,  when  at  that  stage  of  their 
disorder,  which  must  distress  or  incommode  the  other  patients  :  The  premise  s 
should  be  surrounded  by  a  high  wall,  to  admit  air  and  exercise  without  the  risk 
of  escape : 

Finally,  the  committee  are  of  opinion,  that,  in  order  to  render  the  establish- 
ment fully  adequate  to  the  purposes  of  the  whole  island  as  intended,  another 
building,  similar  to  that  already  erected,  should  be  raised  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  yard;  but,  as  the  expence  would  be  considerable,  they  do  not  recommend 
that  it  should  be  incurred  immediately. 
Ordered, 

That  the  above  report  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  house,  to  in- 
quire into  and  take  further  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  island  :

Your  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  and  ascertain  the  effects  of  the  ope- 
ration of  the  act  passed  in  the  hist  session,  entitled,  "  An  act  to  consolidate  and 
amend  the  several  laws  respecting  the  admission  into  this  island  of  aliens,  and 
for  other  purposes,  report  that  they  have  taken  the  exai:  inations  of  sundry  wit- 
nesses, by  which  it  appears  that  the  regulations,  contained  in  the  present  law, 
for  regulating  the  admission  of  aliens,  have  not  been  attended  to,  particularly 
by  the  naval  officer : 

That  the  committee  have  prepared  additional  clauses  to  be  proposed  to  the 
committee  of  the  house,  to  which  the  bill  now  before  the  house  stands  referred ; 
and  ybur  committee  recommend  that  a  message  should  be  sent  to  his  grace  the 
governor,  with  copies  of  the  examinations  of  messieurs  Whitfield  and  Adams, 
requesting  that  he  will  direct  the  attorney-genera1!  to  prosecute  the  naval  officer 
for  one  of  the  penalties,  incurred  by  him  for  neglect  of  duty.

Your  committee,  appointed  to  inquire  into  tho  condition  and  management  of 
the  county-gaols,  into  the  causes  leading  to  the  escape  of  prisoners  so  prevalent 
of  late,  and,  in  reporting  to  the  house  the  result  of  such  inquiry,  to  point  out 
the  measures,  which  in  their  opinion  will  be  necessary  to  remedy  the  evil,  re- 
port, that,  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the  house,  they  proceeded  to  exa- 
mine the  provost-marshal-general,  Stevens  Wood,  and  Harry  llcid,  which  exa- 
minations are  annexed  to  this  report  :  The  committee  also  personally  inspected 
the  county-gaol  of  Surrey. 

The  attention  of  your  committee,  in  prosecuting  their  inquiries,  has  been  di- 
rected to  two  subjects,  viz.  first,  the  manner  in  which  the  county-gaols  an-  su- 
perintended and  conducted,  and,  second,  the  actual  state  and  condition  of  the 
gaols  with  respect  to  the  security  of  the  buildings  :  On  the  first  part  of  their  in- 
quiry,  it  appears  to  your  committee  that  no  actual  superintendence  of  the  coun- 
ty-gaols is  exercised  by  the  provost-marshal  himself,  but  that  such  superinten- 
dence is  entrusted  by  him  to  those  of  his  deputies,  that  of  the  county-gaol  of 
Surrey  to  the  said  Stevens  Wood,  who  acts  as  deputy  marshal  for  the  city  and 
parish  of  King-ton  and  the  parishes  of  Port- Royal  and  St.  Andrew,  that  of  the 
county-gaol  of  Middlesex  to  Joseph  Samuel  Geogbegan,  whoactsas  deputy-marshal 
for  the  parishes  of  St.  Catherine,  St.  John,  St.  Dorothy,  and  St.  Thomas  in  the 
Vale,  and  that  of  the  county-gaol  of  Cornwall  to  the  said  1  fai  ry  Reid,  w  ho  acts 
as  deputy-marshal  for  the  parishes  of  Trelawny  and  St.  James:  I'rom  the  extent 
of  the  district  for  which  those  persons  are  employed  as  deputy-marshals,  and  the 
consequent  duties  they  have  to  perform  in  the  other  departments  of  their  office,  it 
is  quite  impossible  that  they  can  bestow  that  regular  attention  on  the  gaols, 
which  is  requisite  for  the  secure  detention  of  prisoners  confined  therein,  and  it 
must  obviously  follow  that  such  attendance  must  be  left  to  such  persons  as  these 
deputies  may  appoint:  The  persons  thus  appointed,  and  who  principally  exer- 
cise the  superintendence  over  and  conduct  of  the  gaols,  and  w  ho  have  the  actual 
custody  of  the  prisoners,  give  no  security  to  the  public  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  so  important  a  duty:  It  further  appears  to  j-our  committee,  that  no  salary  is 
given  by  the  provost-marshal  to  an}-  of  these  deputies  for  the  specific  service  of 
keeping  the  gaols,  but  on  the  contrary  the  arrangement  which,  from  the  exa- 
minations, appears  to  have  been  made  between  the  provost  marshal  and  his  de- 
puties, in  respect  to  the  remuneration  of  the  latter  for  the  services  performed  by 
them  in  the  other  departments  of  their  office,  is  such  as  to  afford  no  reasonable 
expectation  that  persons,  provided  by  the  deputies  to  assist  in  the  superinten- 
dence of  the  gaols,  will  be  of  that  respectability  of  character  which  will  place 
them  beyond  tiie  reach  of  those  temptations  by  which  they  may  he  ,:•  ailed,  and 
secure  their  resistance  to  those  means  which  may  be  reported  to  ft  r  proeurinw 
an  indulgence  to  their  prisoners,  inconsistent  with  their  safe  custody  :  It  Cannot 
be  doubted  that  the  actual  superintendence  of  the  gaols,  and  the  secure  deten- 
tion of  'prisoners,  form  a  most  important  part  of  the  personal  duty  of  the  provost- 
marshal,  and  that,  if  he  is  under  the  necessity  of  being  assisted  by  others  in  the 
discharge  of  so  responsible  a  trust,  he  is  bound  to  provide  such  persons  as  may

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;  $erre  and  be  Hi  for  such  trust:  Tha?  for  sjich  purpqse  it  h  his  duty  to  be  well, 
acquainted  with  their  characters,  and  to  provide  tor  them  th at  remuneration, 
which  would  afiord  them  no  temptation  to  seek  other  means  of*  compensation  in- 
compatible wills  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duly:  For  the  reasons  which 
your  committee  have  assigned,  supported  as  they  are  by  the  examinations  which 
they  have  taken,  your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  in  thi.3  respect  the  provost- 
i.  arha1.  has  not  conducted  himself  with  that  provident  attention  to  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  gaols,  and  the  custody  of  his  prisoners,  which  is  imposed  on 
him  as  one  of  the  most  important  duties  of  hi.-;  cilice,  and  which  is  requisite  for 
the  secure  detention  of  such  prisoners  as  are  committed  to  his  custody,  to  answer 
tl  3  ckuiiis  of  public  justice;  It  appears  to  your  committee  that,  whilst  such  a 
item  exists,  the  public  will  have  no  security  for  the  safe  custody  cf  prisoners, 
-..hal;  ver  may  be  the  condition  of  the  buildings  of  the  gaols:  Your  committee, 
therefore,  consider  it  necessary  that  the  attention  of  the  patentee  should  be  called 
to  the  conduct  of  his  lessees  and  deputies,  for  whose  acts  and  defaults  he  is  re- 
sponsible;  ai  d  year  committee  are  cf  opinion  that,  unless  the  system  of  con- 
duct;."?; and  superintending  the  county-gaols  of  this  island  is  corrected,  some 
I  gislative  measure  should  be  adopted,  by  which  the  responsibility  already  at- 
'  iching  to  the  patentee  and  his  lessee  may  be  further  increased,  and  such  provi- 
sions enacted  as  are  better  calculated  to  ensure  its  more  faithful  discharge  :  In 
this  part  of  their  inquiry  your  committee  have  taken  into  their  consideration  the 
report  made  by  the  committee  on  the  petition  of  Timothy  Harnett,  referred  to 
t'.  rn  by  the  house:  It  appears  to  your  committee  that  the  conduct  cf  Stevens 
•  \  ood,  in  paying  to  Timothy  Harneif,  and  charging  against  and  receiving 
the  public,  the  amount  of  his  maintenance,  although  the  said  Harnett  was 
vat  in  his  custody,  is  a  direct  violation  of  the  act  of  the  4  t  Geo.  III.  chap.  31, 
"  :  ;  broach  of  the  duty  cf  the  said  Stevens  Wood  as  a  deputy-marshal,  and  it 
further  appears  to  your  committee  that  a  prosecution  ought  to  be  instituted 
against  hha  for  such  conduct. 

On  the  subject  of  the  sta»te  and  condition  of  the  county-gaols  with  respect  to 
the  bnUdhigs,  it  appears  to  your  committee  that  the  county-gaol  of  Surrey  has, 
by  the  direction  cf  the  board  of  works,  been  repaired,  and  that  the  same  is  in 
an  adequate  slate  for  the  secure  detention  cf  prisoners,  but  that  from  the  report 
(  fthe  deputy  having  charge  of  the  comify-gaol  of  Middlesex,  that  gaol  requires 
similar  attention,  by  the  directions  cf  the  house  to  the  board  of  works,  to  have 
it  put  into  good  condition:  From  the  examination  of  Harry  Ileid,  and  from 
the  presentment  of  the  grand  jury  of  the  county  of  Cornwall  at  the  assizes, 
which  has  been  laid  before  your  committee,  it  appears  that  that  county-gaol  is 
not  in  an  adequate  state  for  the  secure  detention  and  accommodation  of  pri- 
soners, and  that  for  tins  purpose  it  is  necessary  that  it  should  be  enlarged,  and 
such  expenditure  made  as  will  render  it  more  secure :  It  also  appears  to  your 
committee,  on  referring  to  the  opinion  of  Ins  majesty's  attorney-general,  in  a 
letter  hud  before  the  house  during  the  last  session,  that  no  judicial  proceeding 
can  be  adopted  on  the  presentation  of  the  grand  jury,  and  therefore  that  it  will

Your  committee  cannot  close  their  report,  without  expressing  their  sense  of

«o  important  a  subject  as  the  state  and  condition  of  the  county-gaols.

Srs, 

The  colonel  commanding  lias  directed  me  to  request  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  lay  before  his 
grace  the  governor  an  estimate  (herewith  enclosed)  of  the  erecting  a  solitury  cell,  according  to  the 
accompanying  plan. 

The  good  effect  of  solitary  confinement  has  been  elsewhere  too  fully  established  to  render  doubt- 
ed the  great  advantage  to  be  derived  from  such  a  mode  of  punishment  in  a  country,  where  it  is  so 
very  particularly  desirable,  on  many  accounts,  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  a  recurrence  to  cor- 
poral punishment. 

It  is  much  to  lie  wished  that  cells  of  this  description  should  be  erected  at  each  barrack,  in  the 
proportion  of  about  two  to  one  hundred  men. 

I  am  commanded  to  observe  that  the  estimate*  has  been  calculated  at  the  highest  rate:  It  is 
therefore  most  probable  that  the  expence  would  be  much  less  than  at  the  first  glance  appears 
likely. 

Should  his  grace  the  governor  approve  of  this  measure,  the  colonel  commanding  ventures  to 
express  his  hope  that  his  grace  will  have  the  goodness  to  recommend  it  to  the  favourable  consider- 
ation of  the  honourable  house  of  assembly.

Examinations,  upon  oath,  taken  before  the  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  allegations  contained  in  the  petition  of  Mr.  Timothy  Harnett. 

Wednesday,  Id  December,  1818. 

Mr.  Timothy  Harnett  sworn  and  examined. 

Question.  You  have  stated,  in  your  petition  to  the  house,  that,  whilst  in  prison,  you  have  expe- 
rienced the  most  cruel  and  unjustifiable  treatment:  Explain  to  the  committee  what  that  treatment 
was,  and  from  whom  ? 

Answer.  I  experienced  that  treatment  from  Mr.  Wood,  and  frequently  explained  my  situation 
to  the  doctor  attending,  who  did  not  attend  to  it.  On  the  evening  of  the  10th  of  January  last  Mr. 
Cowgill,  police-officer,  between  nine  and  ten  o'clock  came  to  the  gaol,  and  ordered  the  gaoler  to 
have  me  put  in  irons,  and  the  irons  not  being  immediately  produced,  he  ordered  ine  to  be  con- 
veyed into  one  of  the  cells  :  I  asked  him,  on  his  taking  me  there,  by.v.-hat  authority  he  did  so? 
His  reply  was  that  he  was.  a  magistrate,  and  I  had  assaulted  Stevens  Wood.  On  the  12th  the 
provost-marshal  came,  and  asked  me  if  I  was  Mr.  Harnett  ?  He  said  he  was  the  provost-marshal, 
and  asked  me  why  I  assaulted  Mr.  Wood?  I  answered  him  I  had  done  it  in  self-defence.  He 
said  that  I  kr.uw  Mr.  Wood  was  a  man  high  in  office,  and  that  I  was  much  involved  in  debt,  and 
ordered  the  man  attending  to  lock  the  cell,  and  take  care  that  1  should  not  escape.. 

Q.  Of 
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Q.  Ot"  what  nature  were  the  indulgences  granted  to  other  prisoners  in  your  situation,  which 
wi  re  denied  to  you  ? 

A.  I  have  lu  ;m.  for  the  principal jpart  of  the  time  I  was  in  gaol,  locked  up  day  and  night, 
while  other*  were  allowed  to  go  in  and  out  of  the  gaol  to  their  lodgings:  To  substantiate  which, 
when  ray  wife  was  in  town,  i  was  denied  permission  to  visit  her  at  her  lodgings,  unless  in  company 
with  the  gaoler. 

Q.  You  have  olxencd  in  your  statement  of  charges  that  several  of  your  creditors  granted  you 
liberty  to  return  to  your  plantation  in  Portland,  to  enable  you  to  make  arrangements  conduch/  '■„ 
their  interest,  and  that  Mr.  Wood,  the  deputy-marshal,  had  authority  to  release  you:  Who  wortf 
those  creditors,  and  for  what  th»>r>  Mas  such  liberty  granted  you? 

A.  Henry  and  West,  Russw.iim  and  Oakley,  anil  Henry  Passlcy,  were  the  creditors:  To  the 
nest  of  my  knowledge  the  liberty  extended  from  thai  day  to  this,  for  they  never  afterwards  issued 
a  writ  against  me. 

Q.  On  your  being  arrested  on  the  6th  of  January,  18 IS,  by  the  deputy-marshal,  did  you  then 
demand  his  authority  for  so  doing  ? 
A.  1  did  repeatedly. 

Q.  How  could  you  have  ascertained  that  no  writs  were  issued  against  }'0.u  at  the  time  of  your 
arrest  ? 

A.  In  consequence  of  his  not  producing  them  when  I  demanded  them. 
Q.  Did  the  deputy-marshal  ever  give  you  his  authority  for  arresting  you  ? 
A.  He  did  not  until  forty-eight  -ours  had  elapsed. 

Q.  Did  you  at  any  time  apply  lor  an  interview  with  any  attorney  at  law  or  barrister,  and  were 
■you  denied  that  interview? 

A.  I  did  not  apply  t«  the  gaoler  for  such  an  interview,  Irat  it  was  procured  for  me  by  my 
friends. 

Q.  Relate  to  the  committee  the  circumstances  which  induced  you  to  receive  from  the  deputy- 
marshal,  Mr.  Wood,  the  sum  of  1 2-1-/.  and  upwards,  which  he  has  charged  to  the-  public  as  fof 
maintenance  paid  you  in  gaol  in  IS  14,  1815,  and  1816? 

A.  My  indigent  circumstances  induced  me  to  receive  it :  One  hundred  and  twenty  odd  pound? 
•of  which  he  refused  giving  me  until  I  made  an  affidavit  of  my  inability  to  support  myself. 

Q.  Did  ever  Mr.  Wood  permit  other  prisoners  for  debt  to  go  to  their  lodgings  occasionally, 
•without  the  attendance  of  a  gaoler  ? 

A.  Ye?,  sir. 

Q.  Specify  the  names  of  such  debtors? 

A.  I  know  of  Mr.  Owen,  Mr.  Hctherington,  Miss  Callender,  and  many  others. 
Q.  Did  Mr.  Wood  make  any  stipulation  with  you  of  secrecy  when  he  gave  yon  the  money, 
amounting  to  124/.  and  upwards? 
A.  No. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Wow1!  charge  in  his  account  against  die  public  a  certain  sum  of  money  for  your 
maintenance  as  a  prisoner  for  debt  as  actually  confined,  when,  at  the  same  time,  you  were  at  large, 
and  living  in  the  parish  of  Portland,  and  state  the  time  that  you  were  so  at  large  ? 

A.  He  charged  for  me,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  for  the  years  1814,  1815,  and  1816,  dur- 
ing the  whole  of  which  period  I  was  out  of  the  gaol. 

Q.  You  have  stated  that  you  had  a  licence  granted  you  by  certain  creditors  :  Were  those  per- 
sons named  your  onty  creditors  ?  If  there  were  others,  did  they  also  consent  to  your  liberation  ? 

A.  They  did,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  never  having  issued  a  writ  against  me. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  you  were  allowed  to  remain  on  your  property  in  Portland  from 
1814  to  1816  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  consider  yourself  entitled  to  receive  the  sura  of  1 24/.  as  being  an  imprisoned  debtor  ? 
$css.  1818.  4  C  A.  I 
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A,  I  did  not  until  I  saw,  by  the  minutes  of  the  house  of  assembly,  that  the  money  had  been 
granted. 

Timothy  Harnett. 

Mr.  Fhancis  Owen  sworn  and  examined. 

Question.  Have  you  been  confined  in  the  Kingston  gaol  with  Mr.  Harnett,  and  do  von  know 
cf  any  ill-treatment  he  has  received  during  his  confinement,  or  that  he  has  suffered  more  priva- 
tions and  severities  than  ether  prisoners  in  general  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  Mr.  Harnett  confined  in  the  cell,  and  likewise  in  a  back-yard,  where  criminals 
are  generally  confined.  lie  occupied  a  room  in  the  debtors'  yard  :  He  was  twice  to  my  know- 
ledge confined  in  the  back-yard  :  Once  when  he  was  taken  from  the  cells,  and  a  second  time  when 
lie  attempted  to  make  his  escape. 

•   Q.  Do  yon  know  the  reason  why  lie  was  first  of  all  confined  in  a  felon's  cell.? 

A.  A  scuffle  ensued  between  him  and  Mr.  Wood  outside  of  the  gaol-gate:  Mr.  Wood's  head 
was  severely  cut,  as  I  was  informed  by  Mr.  Harnett:  Mr.  Harnett's  head  was  likewise  cut.  Mr. 
Harnett  was  then  conveyed  by  Mr.  Wood  and  his  deputies  into  the  back-yard,  and  there  locked 
up  in  one  of  the  rooms.  Mr.  Cowgill  came  the  same  evening,  and  requested  that  irons  might  be. 
put  on  Mr.  Harnett.  No  irons  being  ready  at  the  moment,  Mr.  Cowgill  directed  Mr.  Finn  to 
place  him  in  one  of  die  ceils. 

Q.  How  long  has  Mr.  Harnett  been  in  gaol? 

A.  He  came  in,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  in  January  last. 

Fras.  Owen.  - 


James  Minot.  egauire.  sworn  and  examined. 

Question.,  Are  you  the  solicitor  of  Mr.  T.  Harnett? 
Answer.  I  was,  sir. 

.  Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  writs  having  been  issued  against  Timothy  Harnett  for  October  grand 
court,  1817,  and  the  subsequent  February  grand  court,  and  at  what  time  for  the  last-mentioned, 
court,  and  what,  if  any,  returns  were  made  thereon  ? 

A.  I  cannot  speak  as  to  October  grand  court,  1  SI 7,  not  having  made  any  search  ;  but  I  this,, 
morning  searched  for  writs  issued  against  Mr.  Harnett  for  February  grand  court,  1$J8  :  I  found 
one  at  the  suit  of  ';  Nembhard  <$■  al"  lodged,  I  believe,  in  November,  1S17.  I  looked  in  the 
clerk  of  the  court's  oflice,  among  the  records  for  the  original  venditioni,  to  see  if  any  direction  was 
endorsed  as  to  the  precinct  it  should  be  sent  to:  I  co*ild  not  find  it.  On  looking  at  the  return  t<» 
the  venditioni  in  the  provost-marshal's  oflice  I  found  the  writ  returned  nulla  bona,  and  the  pari,  ii 
marked  "  Portland." 

Q.  Could,  in  your  opinion,  the  provost-marshal  legally  return  this  writ  'nulla  ooiui,  if  he'eon  -.;- 
dered  Mr.  Harnett  legally  in  bis  custody? 
A.  My  opinion  is  that  the  return  is  wrong. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  his  (Mr.  Harnett1*)  having  received  letters  of  licence  from  his  creditors  to 
return  to  his  plantation  in  Portland,  and  is  it  in  your  knowledge  that  Mr.  Wood,  th£  deputy-  , 
marshal,  had  authority  from  these  creditors  to  release  him  from  gab]  ? 

A.  This  matter  occurred  several  rears  agoj  I  think  in  1814,  and  1  do  not  recoUect  having  evt*. 
seen  any  of  the  letters.  Mr.  Harnett  told  me  there  were  such:  80:112  considerable  time  after  I 
applied  to  Mr..  We»d,  in  consequence  of  a  letter  received  by  Minot  and  Qargill  from  Mr.  Pass'cy. 
one  of  the  creditors,  informing  them  of  Mr.  Harnett  being  at  large  in  Portland,  and  directing; 
Minot  and  Cargill  to  proceed  against  the  provost -marshal  for  an  escape:  Knowing. from  'inform- 
ation that  such,  letters  had  been  given,  I  applied  to  Mr.  Wood,,  and  informed  him  of  the  can  tests 
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of  Mr.  I\i  mc  v's  letter.  Mr.  Wood  told  me  Mr.  Passloy  might  proceed  as  soon  as  lie  pleased,  as' 
lie  had  a  U  tter,  sanctioning  the  discharge  of  Mr.  Harnett,  for,  I  think,  six  weeks,  and  that  that 
was  sufficient  For  him  :  In  consequence  of  which  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Passlcy,  and  told  him  he  had  bet- 
ter not  incur  the  expcnce  of  an  action. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  extraordinary  severity  having  been  exercised  against  Mr.  Harnett,1 
cither  by  means  of  the  provost-marshal,  or  his  deputy,  Mr.  Wood  ? 

A.  None,  except  if  Mr.  Harnett  was  improperly  put  into  gaol  in  January,  1818.  Had  Mr." 
Harnett  asked  my  opinion,  I  should  have  given  it  that  he  was  improperly  sent  to  gaol  in  January/ 
and  advised  an  action  for  false  imprisonment,  the  writ  at  the  suit  of  "  Nembhard  Sf  al.": 
above  spoken  to,  appearing  to  me  to  have  been  directed  to  Portland,  and  not  to  Kingston,  where 
Air.  Harnett  was  token  and  committed. 

j  Q.  Does  Mr.  Wood's  deputation  extend  to  authorize  him  to  execute  writs  through  the  whohV 

island  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know,  not  having  seen  it.  ...

■Stevens  Wood,  esquire,  sxvorn  and  examined.  , 

Question.  When  did  Mr.  Harnett  first  become  your  prisoner  for  debt  ? 
Answer.  On  the  27th  December,  1813. 

Q.  Under  what  writs  was  he  arrested  ?  : 

A.  I  beg  to  tender  dockets  of  the  whole  of  them,  returnable  February  grand  court,  1 814,  sent 
in  by  the  deputy-marshal  for  Portland,  who  arrested  him  and  brought  him  to  me.  ^ 

Q.  When  was  Mr.  Harnett  permitted  to  go  out  of  gaol;  by  whose  authority,  and  state  the  pe- 
riods of  his  going  out  and  being  returned  to  the  gaol  ?  • 

A.  He  was  never  permitted  by  me  to  be  out  of  the  gaol :  In  the  first  instance  he  made  his  escape 
on  the  17th  January,  1814,  and  in  consequence  of  the  following  advertisement  he  returned  on  the 
28th  or  29th  of  the  same  month;  

Kingston,  Jan.  21,  1814. 

POUR  DOUBLOONS  REWARD ! 

Escaped  from  the  gaol  of  this  city,  between  the  hours  of  eight  and  nine  o'clock  on  the  night  of, 
the  17th  instant,  Timothy  Harnett,  a  white  person,  confined  for  debt;  he  has  got  property  in  the- 
parish  of  Portland,  where  he  used  to  reside;  is  about  five  feet  nine  or  ten  inches  in  height,  stout 
made,  round  shouldered,  light  hair,  fair  complexion,  marked  with  the  small-pox,  and  stammers, 
when  speaking:  All  masters  of  vessels  are  cautioned  from  taking  him  on  board,  it  being  probable; 
that  he  may  attempt  to  get  off  the  island,  as  he  had  shipped  two  trunks,  containing  sundries,  cn  a- 
vessel  in  this  harbour,  and  winch  have  been  taken  therefrom  by  the  subscriber.  The  above  reward  will; 
be  paid  to  any  person  who  secures  him  in  any  gaol  in  this  island,  and  gives  information  thereof  to

On  the  1st  of  February  be"  addressed  the  following  letter  to  me  :

Worthy  Sir,  : 
I  humbly  hope  and  trust  that,  on  your  receiving  these  few  lines,  you  will  excuse  my  liberty  for 
addressing  you  on  a  subject  Which  I  am  almost  ashamed  of,  much  less  my  craving  your  forgiveness  : 
However,  from  your  humanity,  I  have  not  the  smallest  doubt  (however  unworthy  of  the  least  of 
your  attention)  that  you  will  weigh  the  matter  I  shall  herein  urge  on  my  behalf.  My  situation  as J 
a  man  of  family  was  the  sole  cause  of  my  making  my  escape  in  the-manner  I  did*  leaving- my  wife, 
•expcjctingj.shc  would  be  delivered  daily,  and  having  been  torn  away  from  her  and  my  children,  with- 
$  out 
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out  the  pleasure  ef  bidding  her  farewell ;  I  was  then  brought  into  this  solitary  place,  which  made  rr.c. 
almost  marl  (I  eon  {'ess  before  God),  and  made  me  ill-treat  those  whom  I  might  to  have  respected: 
However  I  vow  before  God  that  when  I  made  my  escape,  it  was  only  intended  for  a  fortnight,  by 
which  time  I  expected  Mrs.  Harnett  would  have  been  safe  ovt  r.  Now,  Sfer,  place  yourself  in  my 
shoes,  and  say  wbei'ier  yon  or  any  other  man  breathing  would  not  have  acted  in  like  manner:  It 
may  be  answered  that  my  conduct  could  have  been  amended;  that  I  will  admit,  but  ve-'y  often  we 
try  to  remedy  an  evil  wheo  too  far  gone,  but  I  humbly  hope  and  trust  that  that  will  not  be  the  pre- 
sent case  ;  to  attempt  to  m^ke  any  defence  of  my  conduct  on  Saturday  evening  to  you  and  Mr.  Jac  k- 
son, I  am  at  a  loss  to  find  words.  I  have  also  been  informed  that  I  did  positively  strike  you  :  I  will 
not  contradict  it,  neither  have  I  the  smallest  occasion  to  doubt  the  authority,  but  can  only  add  that 
I  must  have  been  out  of  my  eenscs  to  have  acted  in  so  base  a  manner  towards  you  and  Mr.  Jackson, 
for  which  I  am  ready  to  make  any  apology  that  you  and  him  will  require  of  me,  and  I  trust  that  I 
may  be  favoured  with  your  goodness  in  forgiving  that  which  is  past,  hoping  that  my  future  conduct, 
will  atone  for  my  past,  and  if  not  overlooked  on  my  account  let  it  be  for  a  woman,  who  daily  waits 
the  arrival  of  peace,  especially  one  who  is  in  the  situation  of  Mrs.  Harnett;  hoping  that  I  shall  be 
able  to  commemorate  this  day,  if  your  forgiveness  is  obtained  (which  I  momently  wait  for),  as  well 
as  for  the  glorious  victory  obtained  over  the  tyrant,  &c.  &c.  <kc. 

Remaining  with  profound  respect,  worthy  sir,  your  most  humble  servant, 

Timothy  Harnett. 

From  that  period  to  the  latter  end  of  November,  1814.,  he  remained  in  gaol,  but  again  escaped, 
and  in  April,  1815,  brought  a  letter  from  three  of  his  creditors,  stating  they  were  willing  to  grant 
him  three  months  to  see  about  his  business:  Their  names  are  Russwunn  &;  al.  Passley,  and  I  lines, 
assignee :  The  remaining  dockets  I  have  considered  in  force  ever  since,  never  having  received  any 
discharge  or  letter  whatever;  on  the  contrary  in  April,  1815,  I  received  the  following  letter  from 
William  Sherwood,  who  is  one  of  the  creditors  in  the  dockets  I  have  tendered. 

Port-Antonio,  April  25,  1815, 

Stevens  Wood,  esquire. 
Sir, 

Having  lodged  a  wrrit  of  venditioni  exponas  some  time  ago  against  Timothy  Harnett,  late  of  Port- 
land, planter,  and  confined  in  the  county-gaol  under  your  direction,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  that 
person  has  been  often  seen  in  this  parish,  for  one  or  two  weeks  at  a  time.  As  I  find  there  is  no  way 
of  compelling  that  gentleman  to  pay  his  just  debts,  or  come  forward  before  the  assize-court,  to  take 
the  benefit,  while  you  grant  him  indulgence  whenever  he  pleases,  I  am  under  the  necessity  of  hav- 
ing affidavits  filed  against  you  for  liberating  him  from  the  county-gaol.  Mr.  Harnett  was  best  part 
of  Monday,  the  17th,  and  Wednesday,  the  19th  inst.  on  Pbrt- Antonio-Bay,  seen  by  many  of  the 
inhabitants,  and  he,  Timothy  Harnett,  also  swore  to  his  vestry  account  before  Thomas  Oakley,  ju- 
nior, esquire,  and  afterwards  sent  it  into  vestry  on  the  17th  instant.  I  shall  send  the  necessary  af- 
fidavits to  my  attornies,  William  and  Henry  John  Ross,  esquires,  to  do  the  needful.

To  which  I  replied  by  my  clerk  as.  follows,  on  the  2.0th  of  April,  1815  :

Mr.  Harnett  is  in  the  gaol  of  tills  city,  and  never  was  absent  therefrom  one  hoar  with  the  consent 
of  Mr.  W.

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1  have  cdto  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Blake,  dated  the  12th  August,  1815,  as  follows:

Sin, 

It  is  with  great  surprise  that  I  find  you  have  liberated  Mr.  Timothy  Harnett  out  of  gaol.  I  air. 
Yell  aware  of  his  having  called  a  meeting  of  his  creditors  at  the  office  of  Messrs.  Minot&  Curgill,  at 
which  office  you  did  not  see  roe,  or  any  person  on  my  behalf.  I  therefore  trust  that  you  will  pay 
me  my  demand  on  judgment  against  him  since  October  grand  court,  1810,  or  that  you  will  oblige 
him  to  return  to  gaol,  and  there  to  remain  till  I  am  pa  d.  Your  compliance  to  this  request  Will 
oblige-  sir,  your  very  obedient  servant, 

Robert  Blake. 

Mr.  Harnett,  whom  I  still  considered  in  custody  notwithstanding  the  letter  he  had  produced, 
made  his  escape  again  on  the  19th  May,  1815,  and  on  the  26th  of  August,  1816',  addressed  the  fol- 
lowing letter  to  me : 

Portland^  26th  August,  1816. 

Stevens  Wood,  esquire. 
Sir, 

I  yesterday  received  a  letter  from  the  gaoler,  dated  the  13th  July,  acquainting  me  that  you-wafc 
annoyed  by  my  creditors  on  account  of  the  indulgence  I  have  taken,  which  I  am  extremely  sorry  for. 
"When  leaving  town  I  left  a  memorandum  with  Mr.  Hose-ison,  stating  that  should  you  require  my 
appearance  at  any  time,  only  acquaint  me,  that  I  would  comply,  which  has  never  been  done.  I  as- 
sure you  I  hold  yen  in  too  great  esteem  to  be  the  means  of  your  receiving  any  censure  on  my  ac- 
count.    Best  assured  I  will  prepare  to  make  my  appearance  as  soon  as  possible  I  am  in  treaty 

with  my  principal  creditors,  to  compound  with  them  in  the  Spring  of  next  year  on  very  favourable 
terms:  If  you  do  not  wish  to  correspond  with  me  on  my  unfortunate  situation,  any  directions  ydu 
wish  to  send  me  please  make  it  known  to  Mr.  Milo  Bourke,  whom  I  have  requested  to  acquaint  me 
therewith.  I  pledge  you  my  word,  I  only  yesterday  received  the  letter  alluded  to,  dated  the  13th 
July. 

I  am,  very  respectfully,  your  obedient  humble  servant,

lie  retun^d  to  me  voluntarily  in  September,  1816,  and  left  the  gaol  again  on  the  16th  October 
following,  from  which  period  I  did  not  meet  with  Mr.  Harnett  till  the "6th  January,  1818,  when 
my  deputy  arrested  him  in  Kingston,  and  on  the  7th  I  waited  upon  him  in  the  gaol,  on  which  even- 
ing I  received  a  Very  severe  and1  dangerous  wound  from  him. 

Question.  Did  not  the  wound  you  received  from  Mr.  Harnett  arise  from  your  refusing  to  give 
'  him  your  authority  for  having  arrested  him  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Harnett,  on  my  coming  to  fhe  gaol  door,  came  from  the  inside,  out,  and  immedi- 
ately hegan  to  abuse  me  in  a  verv  gross  manner,  and  demanded  to  see  my  authority  for  detaining 
him,  to  which  I- replied  "  you  well  know  my  authority,  but  if  you  will  be  quiet  I  will  send  you  the 
whole  of  the  detainer?,  and  do  what  I  can  with  your  creditors:  He  continued  his  abuse,  which  I 
endeavoured  to  pacify,  and  requested  him  to  return  into  gaol:  He  swore  he  would  not ;  and  on  that 
Ticcasion  I  was  wounded.  -He  was  on  the  point  of  walking  away  with  two  bricks  in  his  hand,  which 
he  had  picked  up  while  in  conversation  with  me  at  the* door,  and  thinking  he  wanted  to  escape,  1 
got  out  of  my  chaise  and  called  after  him  to  stop  and  return  back  to  the  gaol;  he,  however,  conti- 
nued going  away,  and  at  the  corner  ef 'East  street  lie  stopped  and  threw  one  of  the  bricks  at  me, 
which  severely  wounded  me  oti  the  right  side  of  my  head. 

Q.  It  appears  by  the  Votes  of  the  hbuse-of  assembly  that  the  debtor's  allowance  for  Mr.  Harnett 
has  been  regularly  and  fully  charged  to  the  public  d'iring  the  years  1SH,  1815,  and  1816,  though1, 
from  your  evidence,  Mr.  Harnett  had  repeatedly  made  his -escape,  and  was  absent  from  gaol:  Ex.. 
plain  this  to  the  committee? 
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A.  I  have  regularly  charged  to  the  public  the  maintenance  of  Timothy  Harnett  for  t lie  years 
1SM-,  1815,  and  1816:  The  whole  of  the  year  1314  was  fully  paid  to  him  regularly,  daily;  and 
early  in  1815  Timothy  Harnett  applied  to  ;Vr.  William  Salmon,  my  clerk.  n^t^JeStlng  that  he 
would  not  send  the  money  for  his  allowance  to  the  gaol,  as  he  wished  it  to  be  detained  by  him,  anil 
was  at  the  same  time  desired  -  to  pay  money  on  his  (•Harnett's)  account  to  different  persons,  which 
he  accordingly  did,  and  I  paid  into  the  provost-marshal's  office  on  account  of  Timothy  Humor?  the 
•sum  of  sixty  pounds  in  1816.  Upon  the  recapture  of  Harnett  in  1818,  1  was  informed  that  there 
was  a  sum  remaining  due  to  him  on  account  of  the  allowance  to  1316,  which  1  immediately  ordered 
Mr.  Salmon  to  pay.  .From  the  request  of  Mr.  -Harnett  that  it  should  be  paid  through  Mr.  Sal- 
mon, I  was  not  aware  of  the  balance  due  for  his  allowance. 

Q.--  Are  you  then  accustomed  to  pay  the  gaol  allowance  to  the  -debtor  whether  he  is  or  is  not  ac- 
tually in  your  custody  ? 

A.  From  the  very  insecure  state  of  the  gaol  during  the  periods  of  1814,  and  181G,  many  debtors 
in  gaol  have  been  absent  for  days,  and  sometimes  a  week  or  two,  and  upon  my  recovering  their  per- 
sons, and  observing  the  miserable  state  they  were  in,  I  have  paid  them  their  allowance. 

Q.  You  state  that  you  paid  on  account  of  Mr.  Harnett  sixty  pounds  into  theprovost-marshal's 
office  :  Why  was  the  money  so  paid  ? 

A.  By  his  request  to  my. clerk,  in  order  to  save  me  from  being  called  upon  for  the  debt  of  Sher- 
wood, which  money  was  Appropriated  to  the  debt  of  Russwurm,  who  had  a.  prior  claim.

Doctor  John  Roe  sworn  arid  examined 

Question.  From  your  knowledge  of  the  treatment  of  prisoners  in  vthe  Kingston  gaol,  =•  do  yOti 
think  that  any  improper  coercion  was  exercised  towards  Mr.  Harnett;  or  does  it  consist  with  your 
knowledge  whether  Mr.  Wood,  the  marshal,  denied  him  medical  aid  ? 

Answer.  Never  to  my  knowledge,  but  on  the  contrary,  I  think  Mr.  Wood's  treatment  to  Mr. 
Harnett  has  on  all  occasions  been  uncommonly  kind,  uniformly  so;  and  he  had  every  niedical  as- 
sistance, more  than  any  other  person  I  ever  attended  in  that  gaol,  which-  has  been  upwwards  of  se- 
venteen ycar-6.  .

Question.  Did  Mr.  Harnett  ever  direct  you  not  to  send  the  money  for  Ins  allowance  to  the 
gaol,  as  he  wished  it  to  be  detained  by  you  till  it  accumulated? 

Answer.  He  desired -me  not  to  send  his  money  to  the  gaol,  but  to  keep  it  in  the  office  for 
him. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Harnett  ever  desire  you  to  pay  money  to  different  persons  ? 

A.  Fie  desired  me  to  pay  money  to  Mr.  Milo  Bourke,  druggist,  in  Kingston:  I  paid  Mr.  Har- 
nett  himself  money,  but  to  no  other  person. 

Q.  What  was  the  amount  of  the  balance,  after  paying  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  to  such  per- 
sons, that  remained  due  on  account  of  the  allowance  of  1816  ? 

A.  Fifty-three  pounds  ten  shillings,  which  I  paid  him.  After  repeatedly  applying  to  me  for  it, 
I  communicated  it  to  Mr.  Wood,  who  desired  me  to  pay  it,  and  take  his  receipt.  Mr.  Wood 
also  paid  60/.  into  the  provost-marshal's  office  for  him. 

Q.  Was  not.  Mr-.  Wood  aware  that  there  was  a  balance  due  to  Mr.  Harnett  on  account  of  hi» 
allowance? 

A*  He 
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A.  He  was  aware  fliat  there  must  have  been  some  monies  due  to  Mr.  Harnett. 
Q.  Is  it  not  customary  to  pay  the  gaol  allowance  to  the  debtor,  whether  he  is  or  is  not  actually 
In  gaol ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  he  gets  il  :  If  he  is  not  in  gaol,  he  receives  it  when  he  comes  for  it:  I  send  the  al-

allowance  ? 

A.  It  has  happened  there  have  been  people  out:  When  they  return  to  gaol,  their  amounts  have, 
been -paid  to  them  in  full  for  one,  two,  or  three  days  they  may  have  been  out. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Harnett  take  the  oaca  required  by  law,  that  lie  was  unable  to  maintain  himself 
without  the  ffaol  allowance?

John"  Bullock-,  esquire,  tovmander.ofilie  Walsingham  .packet ,  sworn  and  examined. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  navigated  a  packet  to  this  island;  and  what  is  your  opinion  of 
the  measure  proposed  of  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  light-house  on  Morant- Point? 

Answer.  I  trust  the  answers  that  I  shall  give  to  this  committee  may  not  be  attributed  to  interested 
motives,  for  packets,  as  well  as  his  majesty's  ships,  are  exempted  from  duty  on  lights.  I  have  com- 
manded a  packet  ten  years  :  Nearly  nine  years  have  elapsed  since  I  first  visited  .this  island.  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  erection  of  a  light-house  on  Point- Morant  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  ship- 
ping interest.  On  my  first  voyage  to  this  island,  having  seen  Cane-Tiburon  on  my  passage  down, 
I  shaped  my  course  for  the  mid-channel  between  Morant-Keys and  Point- Morant;  at  this  time  ihe 
ship  was  going  from  seven  and  a  half  to  eight  knots  per  hour  'through  the  Water.  About  midnight 
I  made  the  high  land  at  the  east  end  :  I  then  conceived  myself  about  five  leagues  distant  from  iha 
Point;  and,  well  knowing  the  danger  of  approaching  the  east  end,  I  hauled  off  a  point  to  the  south- 
ward, intending  to  run  into  Cow-Bay,  and  lie  to  until  day-light.  No  pilot  had  hitherto  appeared  . 
I  was  not  aware  of  any  current  running  strong  to  the  northward,  and,  having  proceeded  on  this 
course  for  two  or  three  hours  longer,  to  my  great  surprise,  I  found  the  ship  had  been  driven  to 
the  northward  of  Point- Morant,  which  was' (hen  "discovered  on  my  larboard  beam.  At  this  instant 
it  fell  a  perfect  calm,  with  a  heavy  swell  on  the  land.  I  was  under  the  necessity  of  getting  nvy  boats 
immediately  out,  and  tow  the  ship  out  of  danger,  not  being  above  a  mile  from  die  shore  ;  and  which 
I  was  only  able  to  effect  by  dint  of  great  perseverance.  At  day-light  a  breeze  coming  du  shore,  I 
was  enabled  to- shape  my  course  for  Port-lioyal,  which  I  did  not  reach  for  thirty-six  hours  after. 
I  therefore  beg  leave  to  observe  that,  had  a  light-house  or  light  been  at  that  time  erected  or  visible 
on  the  Point,  I  should  have  avoided  the  unpleasant  situation  that  1  was  placed  in,  and  have  de- 
livered my  mail  one  day  or  twcnty-focr  hours  sooner. 

,,  Q.  Do  you  not  consider  that  the  erection  of  a  light-house  on  Point-Morant  might  facilitate  any 
attempt  that. may  be  made  by  small  craft  or  other  vessels  belonging  to  Hayti  to  land  in  secret,  in 
retired  bays,  on  the  eastern  coasts  of  this  island ;  and  also  facilitate  the  practice  of  smuggling  con- 
traband articles  ? 

'.  A.'  I  do  not  consider  that  it  comes  within  my  province  to  answer  this  question* r  The  answer 
would  come  better  from  a  gentleman  of  the  navy. 

Q.  What  kind  of  lights  would  you  recommend  ? 

A.  Certainly  a  revolving  light,

Question.  Has  your  attention  ever  been  directed  to  light-house?. genera !!y.  ? 
Answer.  It  has 

Q.  Ilwrc 
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Q.  ITaVe  you  considered  the  CiqpcalldDCJ  of  erecting  a  light- house  on  Morant-Point;  and  what 
.me  the  advantages!  you  urn  id  expect  to  arise  from  such  a  light-house  ? 

A.  I  have  already  given  my  opinion  in  writing  On  that  subject,  which,  I  believe,  -IsTfow  before  the 
commitieo.  fn  addition  to  that  q  inion,  two  circumstances  lave  lately  come  within  «my  ikiiowledgc, 
where  thewant  cf»  llght-bct;:  '' might  have  proved  fttol  to  two  of  his  majesty's 'ships: — TheOmftffnce, 
in  coming  from  England,  got  so  close  into  Morant-  Point,  in  hazy  weather,  that  when  land  was  ^'re- 
covered, -captain  Montgomerie  told  meiichad  sonic  difficulty  in  clearing  it.  T-bc  second  E nssance 
is  that  of  (he  Ueaver: — She  brought  to  in  the  evening  to  leeward  of  Vallahs,  as  1  understood  -ft'ofu 
the  captain,  and,  in  the  morning,  she  was  close  in  with  Rocky- Point  bay.  'Neither  of  which  cir- 
cumstances would  have  happened,  had  there  been  a  light-house. 

Q.  Can  you  inform  the  committee  whether  this  measure  ought  not  to  originate  from  the  admi- 
ralty or  Trinity-House? 

A.  I  do  not  see  Uuit  a  -measure,  which  is  likely  to  be  productive  of  so  much  public  advantage, 
anight  not  originate  with  any  individual.  There  is  no  objection  ;  on  the  coutrary,  it  may  be  re- 
spectful to  submit  it,  with  all  the  examination*  which  to  ay  be  taken  before  'the  "committee,  to  the 
board  of  admiralty  and  the  Trinity-House. 

Q.  Would  a  light-house  at  Morant- Point  be  equally  beneficial  for  shrps  boimd  for  the  toofthside 
of  tiiis  island  as  for  those  bound  to  the  ports  on  the  southside  ? 

A.  As  5  learn  that  the  Formigas  bank  has  very  much  grown  tfp,  and  that  there  aVe  "parts  on 
which  there  are  not  above  two  fathoms  water,  1  think  it  would  be  very  prudent  for  all ships  bonnd 
to  the  northskle  to  make  the  light-house,  by  which  means  they  Would  ascertain  that  they  are  within 
that  dangerous  shoal-;  and  it  will  be  of  great  advantage  to  all  ships  working  round  to  Kingston  front, 
the  northside  of  the  island  :  And,  generally  speaking,  when  currents  are  so 'strong,  and  vary  so  fre- 
jquentfy  in  their  direction  as  they  do  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  east  ettd'df  the  island,  airght- 
iiousc  cannot  fail  to  be  of  jjreat  use  to  navigation.

Q.  "Can  you  give  the  committee  any  estimate  of  what  the  annual  expence  would  ber 
A.  1  cannot  -say  what  the  annual  expence  might  be;  hut  I  happen  to  know,  from  •con.#rltifrg  t"hft 
engineer  of  the  Trinity- House,  when  the  French  government  acceded  to  a  proposition  of  mine,  of 
erecting  a  light-hoKse  at  Calais,  that  the  expence  of  the  lan'thorn,  with  the  revolving  light,  was  to 
be  about  2500/. 

Q.  What  do  yon  consider  voidd  be  the  proper  establishment  as  to  the  •persons  to  "be  employed  a* 
the  light-house  ? 

A.  That  depends  so  much  on  circumstances,  that  I  do  not  at  present  feel  myself  'quite  competent 
to  answer  it. 

Q.  Have  you  no  apprehension  that  the  erection  of  a  light-hoftse  Oft  'Morant  Point  Knight  facili- 
tate attempts  which  might  be  made,  of  a  predatory,  nature,  by  small  craft  fcr 'other  Vessels  belonging 
to  Hayti  to  land  in  retired  places  on  the  eastern  coasts  of  the  island,  and  also  facilitate  the  practice 
•of  smuggling  ? 

A.  1  do  not  understand  the  principle  of  smuggling  in  this  island.  In  England,  it  is  generally 
•supposed  that  smugglers  try  to  run  their  goods  in  the  dark ;  bat,  if  they  prefer  doing  it  here  by  th> 
light,  the  men  who  belong  to  the  establishment  of  the  light-house  might  probably  obtain  deputations 
from  the  commissioners  of  the  customs,  and  become  revenue  officers.  With  respect 'to  predatory 
expeditions,  if  it  is  not  known  that  they  have  been  nndertafcen  with  the  full  moon,  Which  nrcst  giv6 
«n  Cqtral  facility  of  approach  to  the  coast  to  such  a  description  of  vessels  and  persons,  I  do  not  appre- 
hend that  the  light-house,  especially  under  the  knowledge  that  all  the  establishment  was  armed,  from 
*here  beh>g  custom-house  officers,  would  give  any  additional  encouragement  to  those  freeboters : 
Nor  am  I  at  all  aware  that  any  depredations,  of  the  kind  alluded  to,  have  taken  place.  I  speak 
from  the  result  of  the  examinations  which  I  have  more  than  -once  taken  of  the  collectors  of  the  Cus- 
toms of  all  the  ports  in  this  island. 

Q.  Will  not  a  light-house  afford  a  facility  to  his  majesty's  cruisers  to  keep  close  in  with  the  land 
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in  the  night,  and  detect  vessels  under  such  suspicious  circumstances  :  And  are  net  the  cruisers 
obliged  now  to  stand  out  to  sea  at  night,  and  leave  the  coast  defenceless? 

A.  A  light-house  will  afford  the  same  advantage  to  his  majesty's  cruisers  as  it  will  to  smugglers, 
as  far  as  relates  to  the  ascertainment  of  their  position;  but,  generally  speakinsr,  it  will  afford  much 
liefit  to  his : majesty's  ships  on  this  station  ;  and  I  am  quite  sure  it  will  be  a  very  great  comfort  to 
every  officer  who  commands  one. 

Q.  Do  you  suppose  government  would  contribute  any  thing  towards  the  expense  of  erecting  a 
light-house  at  Morant- Point? 

A.  I  am  not  aware  that  government  contributes  any  thing  to  the  expences  of  light-houses.- 

-Home  Popham,  rear-adtniral  and  commander  in  chief. 

Hie  honourable  Robert  Moulton  sworn  and  examined. 
Question.  Has  -your  attention  ever  been  directed  to  light-houses  generally  ? 

Answer.  Yes:  I  am  a  younger  brother  of  the  Trinity-House  in  London,  of  about  thirty  year? 
.  standing,  and  I  have  frequently  visited  the  different  light-houses  on  the  coast  of  England,  in  com- 
pany with  the  gentlemen  of  the  Trinity- House,  for  that  particular  purpose. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  considered  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  light-house  on  Morant- Point ;  and 
what  are  the  advantages  you  would  expect  to  arise  from  such  light-house  ? 

A.  I  have  never  given  my  reflection  to  this  subject  particularly,  until  I  heard  that  it  was  in  agi- 
.tation.  I  have  seen  the  plan,  from  which  I  infer  that  it  will  be  productive  of  the  greatest  benefits 
to  the  navigation  of  this  island. 

Q.  Can  you  inform  the  committee  whether  this  measure  ought  not  to  originate  from  theadmiralty 
or  the  Trinity- House  ? 

A.  I  had  my  doubts  on  this  subject,  until  I  had  the  honour  of  a  conversation  with  sir  Home 
.  Popham,  who  put  me  entirely  to  rights  on  the  subject,  that  though  it  may  originate  in  courtesy  be- 
•  tween  the  Trinity-House  and  the  board  of  admiralty,  it  is  not  indispensably  necessary. 

Q.  Would  a  light-house  at  Point-Morant  be  equally  beneficial  for  ships  bound  to  the  northside 
of  the  island  as  for  those  bound  to  the  ports  on  the  southside? 

A.  I  do  not  conceive  a  light-house  at  Morant- Point  so  entirely  necessary  to  the  navigation  of  the 
northside ;  but,  in  running  down  to  make  the  light  at  night,  it  can  produce  verv  little  difference.. 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  committee  any  estimate  of  what  the  annual  expence  would  be? 

A.  No  :  I  "have  no  means  of  forming  any  judgment.  I  can  give  no  idea;  but  as  the  nights  are 
short  in  this  climate,  a  lesser  consumption  of  fuel  would  be  necessary. 

Q.  What  do.  you  consider  would  be  the  proper  establishment  as  to  the  persons  to  be  employed 
'at  the  light-house ?     .  •  ;. 

A.  I  have  a  perfect  recollection  of  visiting  the  light-house  at  Havre-de-Grace,  or  Cape  Havre, 

.where  I  spent  two  or  three  hours  :  It  has  a  considerable  number  of  panes  of  glass  many  hundreds; 

these  of  course  increase  the  labour  by  keeping  them  clean  every  day:  There  were  only  three  pep- 
sons  I  was  told  appointed,  of  whom  one  was  a  woman.     1  hey  told  me  that  was  the  establishment. 

Q.  Have  you  no  apprehension  that  the  erection  of  a  light-house  on  Morant- Point  might  facili- 
tate attempts  which  might  be  made,  of  a  predatory  nature,  by  small  craft  or  other  vessels  belonging 
to  Hayti  to  land  in  retired  places  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  island,  and  also  facilitate  the  practice  of 
smuggling? 

A.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  extent  to  which  smuggling  is  carried  on  in  this  country,  nor  do  I 
think  the  establishing  of  a  light-house  on  Morant- Point  would  either  pi-oinote  or  prevent  it.  - 

Q.  Will  not  a  light-house  afford  a  facility  to  his  majesty's  cruisers  to  keep  close  in  with  the  land 
in  the  night,  and  detect  vessels  under  such  suspicious  circumstances ;  and  are  not  the  cruisers 
ebliged  n©w  to  stand,  out  to  sea  at  night,  and  leave  the  coast  defenceless? 

•  A.  The* 
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A.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  his  majesty's  cruisers  will  keep  the  land  aboard  with  greater  con- 
fidence, when  they  have  the  direction  of  a  lighthouse  to  guide  them. 

ROBT.  MoULTON. 

Anthony  De  Maynf,  esquire,  sworn  and  examined. 

"  Question.  What  is  your  situation  in  his  majesty's  navy,  and  the  nature  of  your  experience  on  the 
coasts  of  this  island  ? 

Answer.  I  am  a  master  in  his  majesty's  navy,  and  have  been  employed  the  last  five  years  in  sur- 
veying different  parts  of  the  Bjluuaas,  as  well  as  a  number  of  other  islands  in  the  vicinity  of  Ja- 
maica. ' 

Q.  Has  your  attention  ever  been  directed  to  light-houses  generally? 
•   A.  Yes:   I  have  frequently  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  a  number  of  light-houses,  and  have 
lately  superintended  the  building  of  one  at  Nassau,  New-Providence. 

Q. '  Have  you  ever  considered  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  light-house  on  Morant-1 Point ;  and 
what  arc  the  advantages  you  would  expect  to  arise  from  such  lignt-housc  ? 

A.  Yes:  I  have  frequently- considered  that  a  light-house  on  Morant- Point  would  be  of  the 
greatest  utility  to  the  trade- of  this  island. 

Q.  Would  a  light-house  at  Morant  Point  be  equally  beneficial  for  ships  bound  to  the  northside 
cf  the  island  as  for  those  bound  to  the  ports  on  the  southside  ? 

A.  Yes.  A  light-house  situate  on  Morant- Point  would  be  highly  beneficial  to  all  ships  bound  to 
ports  on  the  northside  as  well  as  on  the  southside  of  this  island,  as- by  making  the  light,  they  would 
be  able  to  clear  the  Formigas  shoals,  and  shape  their  course  to  the  different  ports,  which  at  present 
they  cannot  do  with  any  certainty  of  clearing  the  Formigas,  particularly  of  late,  as  they  are  sup- 
posed to  be  much  shoaler  than  they  were  represented  in  the  charts,  in  consequence  of  which  a  num.* 
ber  of  accidents  have  lately  occurred. 

Q.  You  have  stated  that  you  were  employed  in  the  erection  of  a  light-house  at  Nassau  :  Can  you, 
inform,  the.  committee  of  the  probable  expence  of  erecting  one  at  Point- Morant,  what  kind  of  Ian- 
thorn  would  you  recommend,  what  would  be  the  annual  expence  thereof,  and  the  extent  of  the  ne» 
<ressary  establishment  i 

A.  I  should  suppose,  if  the  materials  are  near  the  spot,  that  a  light-hcuse  might  be  erected  about 
one  hundred  feet  high  for  2000/.  sterling,  and  I  should  think  that,  with  coloured  reflectors,  it  would 
distinguish  it  from  any  fires  which  might  be  made  near  that  situation.  As  to  the  annual  expence, 
I  should  suppose  (not  including  the  salary)  it  might  amount  to  600/.  sterling.  They  are  generally 
attended  cr  engaged  by  families,  who  live  in  the  light-house  at  different  stated  salaries. 

Q.  Was  the  light-house  at  Nassau,  in  New- Providence,  built  at  the  expence  of  the  colony  or  by 
government,  in  whole  or  in  part? 

A.  I  have  understood  that  the  light-house  at  New- Providence  was  built  at  the  expence  of  the 
Colon}',  without  any  assistance  from  government. 

Anth.  De  Mayne, 

Captain  Swiney,  of  the  brrg  Atalanta,  sivorn  and  examined. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  been  master  of  a  vessel  trading  to  this  island  ? 
Answer.  Nine  years. 

Q.  Has  your  attention  ever  been  directed  to  light-houses  generally  ? 
A.  Yes,  it  has. 

.  Q.  Have  you  ever  considered  the  expediency  of  erecting  alight-house  on  Morant-  Point ;  and 
what  are  the  advantages  you  would  expect  to  arise  from  such  light-house  ? 

A.  Yes :  It  will  be  the  means  of  vessels  getting  down  much?eooner  to  Kingston,  for  this  reason,

If  a  light-house  was 
erected  on  the  east  end  at  Morant-  Point,  vessels,  though  not  seeing  the  land  before  dark,  would  run 
with  confidence,  and,  after  seeing  the  light-house,,  would  jae  enabled  to  get  to  Cow-Bay  by  the 
morning,  and  by  that  means  save  much  time. 

Q.  Would  a  light-house  at  Morant- Point  be  equally  beneficial  ibr  ships  bound  for'  tlie  .ftoi-thside 
of  the  island  as  for  those  bound  to  the  ports  on  the  southside  ?  , 
It  wffltdd,  in  some  measure;  where  there  is  a  southerly  'current,  vessels  would  be  driven  b\ 
between  Morant- Point  and  the  north-east  oud,  but  by  a  -light -house  they  would -be  enabhjd  4o  avoi4- 
that  danger. 

Q.  Do  vessels  bound  to  ports,  west  of  Galiina  point,  usually  nx&e  the  cast -end  ? 
A.  3  ibeirvenot ;  hut,  as  i  -stated  before,  vessels  not  making  the  hmd-bofore  dark  will  heave  to, 
and,  if  a  southerly  current  set,,  ibe  light-choose  w<*oild  be  of  advantage.

George  Woreali.  Strup^r,  esquire,  sworn  and  examined. 

Question.  Have  yon  not,  since  you  .attended  here  last  year  and  .gave  evidence  respecting  the 
charges  in  Mr.  Aikman's  account  for  printing  the  laws,  entertained  some  doubts  as  to  the  accuracy 
of  the  information  you  then  gave  to  die -committee  ? 

Answer.  None. 

(Q.  Supposing  yen  had  350  copies  .of  the  St.  Jago  police  law,  containing  28  pages,  to  print  at 
your  convenience,  and,  in  another  case,  had  the  whole  of  the  laws  to  print  to  the  extent  of  370 
pages,  and  GOO  copies  of  the  most  of  them  to  be  delivered  stitched,  and  with  expedition,  what  differ- 
ence would  vou  make  in  the  charge  for  the  St.  Jago  police  Jaw  forming  a  part  of  them  ? 

A.  It  is  impossible  for  me  to  answer  this. correctly :  I  would  charge  less  for  any  work  which  I 
had  to  do  at  ray  convenience,  but,  if  compelled  to  do  it  within  a  certain  time,  I  should  charge  pro- 
portionably,  as  I  must  employ  additional  workmen. 

Q.  In  what  proportion  would  you  increase  your  charge  -tinder  -such  circumstances? 

A.  I  would  charge  for  line  workmen's  wages  in  addition  to  my  regular -charge. 

Q.  Do  vou  mean  to  say  that  you  would  not  charge  any  further  sum  by  way  of  profit  upon  the 
workmen's  wages,  and  for  your  own  additional  exertions? 

A.  I  would,  if  there  were  any  extra  trouble  in  reading  proofs  or  revising  the  same,  but  I  would 
not  in  the  cammion  routine  of  business. 

Q.  "What  would  you  charge  per  bhect  for  the  first  100  copies  of  the  rum  law,  what  for  the  second, 
huaOi-isi,  and  what  for  die  su^ocdhig  ibur  hundred? 
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A,  I  am  Wot  in  the  habit  generally  of  charging  per  sheet. 

Q.  Referring  to  your  evidence  last  year,  did  you,  in  the  rate  mentioned  of  about  150/.  for  the 
rura  law,  take  into  the  calculation  the  trouble  of  forming  the  sheets  into  pamphlets,  and  delivering 
them  to  the  public  messenger  ? 

A.  I  should  have  done  them,  in  the  manner  of  the  pamphlet  shewn  me,  for  that  sum. 

A.  What  would  you  charge  for  a  single  hundred  of  the  proclamations  relative  to  the  slaves, 
printed  on  fine  printing  demy  ? 

A.  That  must  depend  on  the  price  of  the  paper ;  but,  with  the  same  type;  as  that  now  shewn  me, 
and  a  sheet  of  common  paper,  such  as  proclamations  are  usually  printed  on,  I  should  not  think  of 
charging  more  than  from  Si.  to  61.  for  a  single  hundred. 

Q.  Would  your  charge  be  as  great  had  you  several  hundred  more  to  print  at  the  same  time  ? 

A.  We  generally  diminish  our  charges  on  every  article  according  to  the  quantity  we  print. 

Q.  You  say,  in  your  examination  last  year,  that  you  would  charge  51.  or  61.  per  sheet  for  the 
irst  hundred  copies  of  the  bound  laws  then  shewn  you  :  Would  your  charge  have  been  more  or 
ess  for  the  first  hundred  copies  of  the  rum  law  ? 

A.  My  charge  would  not  have  been  more  than  61.  per  sheet  for  cither  :  In  saying  ISO/,  in  my 
.xamination  last  year,  it  must  be  taken  upon  this  qualification,  that  it  was  not  stated  as  an  exact  or 
•pecific  sum.

Q.  Is  it  not  the  custom  of  the  trade  to  letter  the  sheets  so  as  to  save  trouble  to  the  bookbinder, 
who  would  otherwise  be  obliged  to  look  at  the  pages  ? 

A.  Certainly  ;  and  in  order  that  they  may  be  accurately  folded. 

Q.  Then  look  at  this  book  of  laws,  and  say  how  many  pages  are  so  lettered  as  to  constitute  one 
sheet. 

A.  As  I  stated  before,  four  pages. 

Q.  Are  the  charges  you  have  given  in  a  schedule  of  such  as  have  governed  you  in  your  general 
business  during  the  last  two  years;  or  are  they  higher  or  lower,  and  how  much  so  ? 
A.  They  are  according  to  the  general  ratio  of  my  charges. 

Q.  In  your  estimate  of  the  charges,  do  you  contemplate  the  extraordinary  expence  of  accelerating 
and  expediting  public  printing  when  so  urgently  required? 

A.  I  have  not  included  any  charge  for  extra  trouble  and  expence  for  urgent  expedition  :  The 
work  I  contemplated  to  be  done  in  the  general  routine  of  my  business. 

Q.  Would  not  the  expence  be  considerably  increased,  if  extraordinary  dispatch  was  requisite  in 
public  printing  ? 

A.  Certainly. 

Q.  Hew  hong  would  you  require  to  print  200  copies  of  this  book  in  the  ordinary  dispatch  of 
business? 

A.  I  cannot  answer  this  question  correctly;  it  must  depend  on  the  number  of  people  employed 
on  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Aikman  has  or  has  not  refused  to  take  private  business,  on  ac- 
count of  his  being  engaged  in  printing  the  laws  ? 
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A.  He  has.  Some  time  ago  I  heard  him  refuse  taking  some  work,  on  account  of  his  being  en- 
gaged in  printing  the  laws ;  but  only  in  one  instance  to  my  knowledge.

Examinations,  upon  oath,  taken  before  the  committee  appointed  lo  inquire  into 
the  effects  of  the  operation  of  the  amended  and  consolidated  alien  law y  passed 
the  last  session  of  the  assembly. 

Wednesday,  Wth  November,  1818, 

Mr.  John  Ada-ms  fworn  and  examined. 

Question.  Are  you  the  naval  officer  of  this  island  ? 
Answer.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  is  the  naval  officer,  and  who  is  the  person  officiating  for  him  ? 
A.  Mr.  Greenfield  is  the  naval  officer:   Mr.  Whitfield,  deputy  naval  oflicer,  and  I  am  Mr. 
Whitfield's  clerk. 

Q.  Which  of  you  do  actually  officiate  in  the  naval  office? 
A.  I  do,  under  Mr.  Whitfield's  directions. 

Q.  Do  the  masters  of  the  several  vessels,  which  arrive  in  the  harbour  of  Kingston,  immediately 
on  their  arrival  declare,  on  oath,  whether  there  are  any  aliens  on  board,  pursuant  to  the  regula- 
tiens  of  the  alien  act,  passed  last  year? 

A.  They  always  report  their  aliens  to  me,  on  oath. 

Q.  Do  the  several  aliens,  who  arrive  in  the  harbour  of  Kingston,  immediately  on  their  arrival 
attend  at  the  office  of  the  naval  officer,  and  declare,  on  oath,  the  several  matters  required  by  the 
-said  act;  ami  does  the  naval  officer,  or  any  person,  and  who,  for  him,  on  such  declaration  being 
made,  grant  to  such  aliens  the  certificate  required  by  law  :  Or  is  such  certificate  granted  by  the 
"naval  officer,  or  any  person  for  him,  without  the  personal  appearance  of  such  alien,  and  the  decla- 
ration required  from  him  being  made? 

A.  I  have  not  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  any  other  declaration  than  that  of  the  captains :  We 
find  it  impossible  to  get  the  aliens  themselves  to  attend. 

Q.  What  made  it  impossible? 

A.  The  aliens  that  have  been  in  general  reported  to  me  were  people  who  came  here  on  business, 
and  they  would  not  attend  at  the  office  to  be  personally  examined.

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Q.  Did  •you  ever  give  inforroatien  ito  fflae  sHJ-agiatsTftets  -of  Kiagsto.fl  ^f  fFefiissal  of  I'iio  a.lieiSi>;lo 
attend  atttbteiawal  .office-?

Q.  'Do  you  not  know  that  you  ore  subject  to  heavy  penalties  by  law  for  not  enforcing  the  alien? 
to  appear  before  you  before  panting  .such  (Certificates t' 

A-  J  jajtt  (entirely  Hinder  rthe  mntvori  of  Mr.  Win;  field,  r  nxl  comply  ;with  rhis  iwrtu'uetK'tts. 

Q.  -Do -you '.metjn  to  nay  that  Mr.  Whitfield  direct  vci  -\ou  >to  grant  certificates  to  aliens  arriving 
in  Kingston,  without  their  personally  appealing  at  the  naval  office,  and  making  their  declaration 
required  iby  l-.vv  ? 

A.  That  w  as  my  instruction,  as  we  found  it  impossible  to  ■got  their  'personal  attendance  ? 

Q.  Where  -ahens  have  rcfasod  personally  to  attend  at  the  office,  have  certificates  been  granted, 
upon  the  mere  declaration  or  representation  of  the  captain  of  the  vessel  bringing  such  aliens  to  the 
country,  that  they  were  entitled  to  such  certificates,  as  we'll  those  coming  from  Hayti,  as  from  other 
countries  ? 

A.  There  may  have  been  some  from  Santo-Domingo,  bat  not  one  to  my  knowledge  from  Hayti, 
and  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  intercourse  between  Hayti  and  Kingston. 

Q.  Is  any  list  or  memorandum  of  the  certificates,  granted  by  the  naval  officer  or  his  deputy, 
kept  in  the  office  ? 

A.  I  have  merely  'kept  '{he-declarations  made  by  the  different  captains,  upon  which  certificates 
•had  been  granted,  but  no  list  of  them  until  within  a  week. 

Q.  Docs  the  naval  officer,  or  his  deputy,  transmit  to  the  governor  copies  of  the  declarations 
made  by  the  aliens,  and  a  list  of  the  certificates  granted,  as, by  law  required  ? 

A.  It  has  not  been  done,  as  we  never  found  any  improper  characters  which  have  been  reported: 
I  had  no  instructions  to  do -so. 

Q.  What  fees  are  the  captains  in  the  habit  of  paying  for  the  certificate  of  aliens  not  appear- 
ing? 

A.  The  fee  for  each  certificate  is  10.?. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  having  given  a  certificate  for  a  person  named  Buche,  or  De  Bouche,  and 
did  he  appear  personally  before  you  ? 

A.  There  was  a  -certificate  granted  to  Louis  Bouch  ',  who  was  reported  fijosp  the  United  States: 
He  did  not  appear  personally  :  lie  came  on  business  in  the  schooner  Young  Dasher. 

Q.  Arc  you  particular  in  the  colour  of  those  reported  to  you,  and  did  you  know  that  of  Dc 
Bouche  ? 

A.  I  am  particularly -so  :  He  was  reported  to  me  a  free  man  ef  colour. 
Q.  By  whom  is  the  oath  to  the  several  masters  of  vessels  administered? 
A.  By  me. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  been  required  by  the  police  of  Kingston  to  furnish  it  v.  ith  an  account  of  the 
.number  and  particulars  of  the  certificates  granted  by  you  from  the  naval  officer  ? 
A.  No,  sir.  > 

Q.  Do  you  perform  the  duties  of  the  naval  office  by  written  directions  from  Mr.  Whitfield,  or 
by  his  verbal  orders  ? 

'iA.  I  generally  act  under  verbal  orders,  but  there  were  extracts  from  the  old  alien  acts  to  the 
55th  Geo.  III.  given  to  me  to  regulate  my  conduct :  I  have  no  .wviten  instructions  for  my  general 
conduct. 

Q.  Is  the  naval  officer  himself  acquainted  that  the  aliens  were  not  in  the  habit  of  appearing? 
A.  I  do  not  know  that  Mr.  Greenfield  is  acquainted  with  them  :  J. receive  my  instructions  from 
Mr.  Whitfield. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the :fifth  clause  of  the  alien  act, now  in, force? 
A.  I  am  now  acquainted  with  it,  but  was  not  a  week. ago, 

....  .     J.  Ajjams. 

William 
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William  Lancaster  Whitfield,  esquire,  sworn  and  examined. 

Question.  What  is  your  appointment  in  the  naval  office  in  Kingston,  and  do  you  actually  of- 
ficiate in  such  department? 

Answer.  The  appointment  is  nominally  in  Mr.  Greenfield,  but  the  beneficial  interest  is  in  me, 
and  the  duties  of  the  office  have  been  under  my  charge  for  a  number  of  years  past.  Mr.  Adams 
acts  as  the  clerk  in  the  office  under  my  directions. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  directed  Mr.  Adams  to  grant  certificates  to  aliens  arriving  at  Kingston,  with- 
out their  personally  appearing  at  the  office? 

A.  I  have  done  so,  but  it  has  been  under  a  misapprehension  of  the  act,  and  such  certificates  be« 
ing  addressed  to  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common-councilmen  of  the  city  of  Kingston. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  a  certificate  being  granted  to  a  person  named  Louis  Bouche,  and  did  he 
personally  appear  before  you  ? 

A.  I  believe  there  may  have  been  such  a  certificate  granted.  I  was  off  the  country  at  the 
time. 

Q.  What  salary  do  you  allow  Mr.  Adams  as  your  clerk,  and  docs  he  receive  any  other  emolu- 
ments ?  . 

A.  His  salary  is  4-00/.  per  annu:n,  and  he  does  not  receive  any  other  emolument  to  my  know- 
ledge.

Mr.  Whitfield  states  that,  if  any  suspicious  person  had  appeared,  he  would  immediately  have 
reported  him  to  the  governor.

Doctor  Richard  Chaj\t:;erlaine  svorn  and  examined. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  been  in  this  country? 
Answer.  Forty-nine  years. 

Q.  Are  you  a  magistrate  and  one  of  the  corporate  body  in  Kingston? 
A.  I  am,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  if  it  is  customary  for  aliens,  after  obtaining  their  certificates  from  (he  naval  of- 
ficer, to  appear  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  corporate  body  to  have  the  same  endorsed  and  ap- 
proved of,  and  are  their  names  recorded  in  the  police-book,  agreeably  to  the  37th  and  42d  sections 
of  the  alien  act  ? 

A.  I  never  saw  any. 

Q.  Is  it  customary  for  the  magistrates  to  require  of  the  naval  officer  to  make  a  report  to  them 
of  such  aliens  as  may  have  obtained  certificates  from  the  naval  officer  ? 
A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  that  foreigners  of  colour  and  others  may  be  at  large  in  the  city  cf  Kingston 
without  certificates,  and  who  have  not  been  noticed  by  the  police  ? 
A.  I  believe  there  is  a  jrreat  number. 

Q.  Do  you  know  if  any  of  the  city-guard  have  ever  said  they  were  prevented  from  doing  their 
duty  in  respect  to  aliens,  and  be  pleased  to  state  what  was  said  when  you  directed  them  as  a  ma- 
gistrate to  do  their  duty  ? 

A.  About  the  2Stb  or  29th  of  last  month  e  by  a  loud  whistle  before  my  door  in 

Thames-street.    I  got  up  and  opened  the  balcony  door,  and  saw  five  or  six  of  these  foreigners  stand- 
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ing  before  my  door,  speak  ing  French.  I  looked  at  -my  watch,  and,  notwithstanding  it  was  raining, 
saw  it  was  exactly  twelve  o'clock  at  night.  They  paraded  the  streets  backwards  and  forwards  several 
times,  with  whistles  and  noisy  instruments,  which  is  a  common  practice  with  them  ail  hours  of  the 
'night.  In  the  morning,  a  neighbour  came  to  me,  and  said  it  was  a  very  great  hardship  that  he 
could  not  rest  in  his  bed  for  these  foreigners  parading  the  street,  and  making  a  noise  with  their 
whistles.  After  that,  I  went  to  the  guard-house,  and  asked  Mr.  Scholiz  and  Mr.  Brown  why  these 
people  were  suffered  to  parade  the  streets  in  that  manner  at  a  dead  hour  of  the  night,  and  not  taken 
up  ?  Thev  answered,  "  what  is  the  use  cf  taking  them  up,  when  they  are  let  go  again,  and  we 
are  abused  for  it." 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  record  of  aliens  being  kept  in  Kingston  by  the  police-officer,  before  or 
after  the  expiration  of  the  governor's  proclamation  respecting  aliens  ? 
A.  I  do  not  know  of  any. 

Q.  Do  you  not  believe  that  there  may  be  a  number  of  alien  negroes  and  people  of  colour  now 
infesting  Kingston,  apparently  in  a  state  of  freedom,  who  are  the  property  of  people  in  other  islands, 
and  who  have  not  any  document  to  prove  their  freedom,  and  certificates  or  licences  or  police 

tickets  ? 

A.  I  know  it  to  be  so  ;  runaway  negroes  from  Cuba  and  the  Spanish  Main,  who  have  been 
brought  before  me  and  committed  to  the  workhouse.  On  Saturday  the  workhouse  drivers  brought 
a  negro  as  a  runaway  to  my  house.  I  asked  him  where  he  came  from,  whom  he  belonged  to,  and 
what  was  his  name:  He  replied  his  name  was  Othello,  and  that  his  master  lived  in  Cuba:  He 
spoke  good  English,  and  therefore  I  did  not  believe  him.  I  therefore  committed  him  as  a  runaway 
to  the  workhouse. 

Q.  Do  you  know,  as  a  magistrate,  if  it  is  customary  for  persons  having  aliens  in  their  employ  to 
report  them  to  the  police-officer  ? 

A.  I  do  not  actually  know,  but  I  do  not  believe  they  do. 

Q.  Do  aliens,  who  have  obtained  certificates  and  are  resident  in  Kingston,  appear  before  the 
corporate  body  once  in  each  year,  and  produce  their  certificates  as  required  by  law  ? 
A.  During  the  last  two  years  I  never  saw  any. 

Q.  On  aliens  being  taken  before  the  corporate  body,  and  not  having  certificates  to  produce,  are 
they  committed  to  gaol,  or  in  what  manner  are  they  disposed  of?  And,  if  you  recollect  any  instance 
of  their  being  allowed  to  go  at  large,  be  pleased  to  mention  it  ? 

A.  I  believe  there  have  been  some  few  individuals  committed  to  gaol,  but  I  have  known  others, 
who  have  not  had  certificates,  allowed  to  go  at  large.  There  was  a  man  who  reported  himself  from 
New-Orleans :  I  do  not  know  his  name :  A. tall  man,  with  one  eye,  who  was  taken  before  the  magis- 
trates, and,  although  he  had  no  certificate,  he  was  allowed  to  go  at  large,  as  I  saw  him  walking 
nbout  yesterday. 

Q.  Did  the  officers  say  who  abused  them  ? 

A.  I  asked  them,  and  they  said  by  some  of  the  magistrates. 

RlCHARn  Ciiamberlaine. 

Stuart  George  Dallas,  esquire,  sxwrn  and  examined. 

Question.  Are  you  the  clerk  of  the  peace  in  Kingston  ? 
Answer.  Yes,  sir,  I  am. 

Q.  Are  there  any  records  of  aliens  kept  in  the  city  of  Kingston  ? 

A.  There  are  none  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace:  I  believe  there  was  a  book  kept  by 
Mr.  Cowgiil,  who  is  generally  called  the  police-officer. 

Q.  Do  you  know  if  it  is  customary  for  aliens,  after  obtaining  their  certificates  from  the  naval  of- 
ficer, to  appear  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  corporate  body  to  have  the  same  endorsed  and  ap- 
proved

proved  of,  and  are  their  names  recorded  in  the  police-book  agreeably  to  the  37th  and  4-2d  sections 
of  the  alien  act  ? 

A.  1  do  not  know  of  any  aliens  having-  called  upon  the  justices  of  the  peace  to  have  their  certi- 
ficates endorsed,  nor  do  I  know  how  Mr.  Cowgill  kept  the  police- book  in  his  office. 

Q.  Do  not  the  corporate  body  instruct  the  police-officers  to  keep  a  record  of  all  aliens  residing 
in  Kingston  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  of  any  such  instruction  having  been  given. 

Q.  When  aliens  are  taken  up  without  certificates  or  police  tickets,  although  not  answering  the 
description  of  natives  of  St.  Domingo,  what  is  generally  done  with  those  persons  ? 

A.  If  they  appear  to  belong  to  any  of  the  trading  vessels  under  the  free-port  act,  or  if  they  ap- 
pear to  have  been  long  residenters  in  the  community,  and  there  is  no  specified  charge  against  them, 
they  are  discharged  by  the  justices.  II' any  specific  charge  is  brought  against  thein,  it  is  inquired 
into  by  the  justices,  and  they  are  either  discharged  or  committed  as  the  case  may  require  in  then- 
opinions. 

Q.  When  natives  of  St.  Domingo  are  taken  up  and  brought  before  the  sitting  magistrates,  are 
they  on  all  occasions  committed  to  be  shipped  off;  or  are  they  not  set  at  large,  and  only  recom- 
mended to  go  off  the  island  ? 

A.  If  it  clearly  appears  they  are  from  St.  Domingo,  and  arrived  in  this  island  but  for  a  short 
time,  they  are  uniformly  committed  to  be  sent  off  the  island  :  If  they  came  here  young,  and  have 
been  resident  for  many  years  in  Kingston,  and  nothing  appearing  against  their  conduct,  they  are 
discharged. 

Q.  Are  you  not  of  opinion  that  a  very  considerable  improvement  might  be  made  in  the  system 
of  police  respecting  aliens  ? 

A.  Certainly  I  am  of  that  opinion  :  I  conceive  (he  present  law  altogether  inadequate. 

Q.  Do  aliens,  who  have  obtained  certificates  and  are  resident  in  Kingston,  appear  before  the 
corporate  body  once  in  each  year,  and  produce  their  certificates  as  required  by  law  ? 

A.  I  have  never  known  it. 

Q.  Does  the  naval  officer  give  3-011,  or  the  corporate  body,  any  information  or  list  of  such  certifi- 
cates as  may  be  granted  by  him  to  aliens  arriving  in  this  island  ? 
A.  I  never  heard  of  any. 

Q.  Have  the  magistrates  of  Kingston,  at  any  time  within  the  last  twelve  months,  required  house- 
keepers, having  aliens  resident  in  their  houses,  to  give  an  account,  on  oath,  of  such  aliens,  pursuant 
to  the  19th  and  24  th  clauses  of  the  alien  act? 

A.  I  believe  not;  it  does  not  come  to  my  knowledge  that  any  of  them  have  done  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  reasons  or  causes  why  a  man  of  colour,  named  Bouche,  who  was  carried 
before  the  sitting  magistrates,  and  reported  as  a  suspicious  character,  was  discharged  ? 

A.  Bouche  was  brought  before  the  sitting  magistrates,  I  think,  on  Tuesday  in  last  week  :  Mr. 
Mais  and  Mr.  Harris  were  the  sitting  magistrates.  He  was  examined  before  them,  and  he  pro- 
duced a  certificate  from  the  naval  officer,  of  date  I  think  the  ]  7th  August  last,  by  which  it  appeared 
lie  had  arrived  in  the  Young  Dasher,  from  New-Orleans.  From  his  examination,  it  appeared  that 
he  and  his  family  had  been  residenters  in  New-Orleans  for  a  long  time;  that  when  young,  he  had 
been  brought  from  Aux-Cayes  to  this  island  by  his  mother;  that  they  remained  in  Kingston  for 
some  time,  and  then  went  to  St.  Jago  de  Cuba,  where  they  remained  about  seven  years,  and  thence 
proceeded  to  New-Orleans  :  That  he  had  an  aunt  in  St.  .'ago  de  Cuba,  and  that  his  object  in 
coining  here  was  to  get  a  passage  to  St.  Jago  tie  Cuba:  He  named  the  persons  with  whom  he  had 
resided  since  his  arrival  in  Kingston,  and  who  knew  his  family :  That  he  would  have  departed,  this 
island  for  the  place  of  his  destination  long  ago,  but  that  he  had  not  the  means  ;  but  that  his  friend, 
were  endeavouring  to  raise  a  little  money  to  pay  for  his  passage.  The  magistrates  directed  the  per- 
sons that  he  referred  to  to  attend  them,  and  they  were  examined  relative  to  Douche  :  They  confirmed 
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his  story,  and  gave  liim  an  excellent  character.  One  of  them  said  they  knew  him  at  New-Orleans 
three  or  four  years  ago.  A  very  decent  brown  woman  (I  do  not  recollect  her  name)  also  attended 
(he  magistrates,  and  confirmed  the  accounts  given  by  Bouche  ;  that  she  knew  his  family  at  New- 
Orleans,  and  that  he  had  an  aunt  at  St.  Jago  de  Cuba,  whom  she  knew  ;  that  she  knew  it  was  his 
intention  to  proceed  to  St.  Jago  dc  Cuba  as  soon  as  he  possibly  could,  and  that  she  would  endea- 
vour to  procure  tlie  money  to  pay  for  his  passage.  A  person  of  colour,  of  the  name  of  Jose,  a 
Spaniard,  attended  the  magistrates,  and  said  he  had  seen  Bouche*  at  Port-au-Prince  about  four 
months  previous ;  that  he  had  on  then  an  uniform,  with  two  epaulettes :  This  being  positively  de- 
nied  by  Bouche,  Jose  was  particularly  pressed  to  fix  the  time  he  imagined  he  had  seen  him  at 
Port  au- Prince  :  He  persisted  that  it  was  four  months,  and  that  being  impossible,  from  the  docu- 
ment produced  by  Bouche,  to  be  the  truth,  Jose  was  assisted  by  the  magistrates  to  trace  back  as  to 
the  time,  and  they  made  him  follow  his  voyages  from  that  period,  and  he  still  made  it  out  that  it 
was  lour  months.  The  magistrates  then  asked  him  if  Petion  was  alive  at  the  time,  and  he  said  he 
was  :  That  carried  it  back  as  far  at  least  as  April,  for  Pcticn  died  about  that  time.  To  answer 
that,  Bouche*  observed  that  he  must  be  mistaken  in  his  person,  for  he  had  been  in  gaol  at  New- Or- 
leans from  the  1st  January  to  the  end  of  June,  for  having  been  concerned  in  a  duel;  but,  having 
been  tried  and  discharged,  he  immediately  proceeded  for  this  in  the  Young  Dasher.  Bouche  was 
examined  again  the  next  day,  when  Mr.  Mais  alone  was  the  sitting  magistrate,  and  it  appeared  to 
him,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  that  Jose  must  have  been  mistaken  as  to  his  person, 
scad  Bouche  declaring  it  was  Ins  intention  to  depart,  and  his  friends  there  present  declaring  they 
would  furnish  him  with  the  means,  and  no  misconduct  being  alleged  against  him,  Mr.  Mais  dis- 
charged him  on  the  understanding  that  he  would  go  away  by  the  first  opportuniy.  In  the  course 
of  Bouehe's  examination,  in  which  he  was  closely  cross-examined  and  sifted  as  much  as  possible, 
lie  made  but  one  slip,  having  first  said  he  was  born  at  New-Orleans,  and  afterwards  acknowledging 
he  was  born  at  Aux-Cayes. 

Q.  What  description  of  persons  were  they  who  gave  such  satisfactory  account  of  Bouche ;  and 
were  they  not  from  St.  Domingo  themselves? 

A.  One  was  a  man  of  colour,  named  Monet  Weltz,  who  stated  himself  to  be  from  New-Orleans, 
and  had  resided  several  years  in  Kingston,  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  cabinet-maker  :  The  other 
was  also  a  man  of  colour,  a  foreigner,  who  had  resided  many  years  in  Kingston.  The  brown  wo- 
man (1  do  not  recollect  her  name),  I  believe,  was  originally  from  the  French  part  of  St.  Do- 
mingo, and  had  resided  in  Kingston  many  years. 

Q.  Was  any  security  required  by  the  magistrate  who  ordered  Bouche  to  be  discharged,  to  insure 
his  going  eft"  the  island  within  a  certain  period  ? 

.    A.  Nothing  in  writing;  only  a  promise  on  his  part,  and  the  part  of  his  friends.

Frederick  Sholts  sworn  and  examined. 

Question.  Are  you  of  the  city-guard  ? 
Answer.  I  am. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  taken  up  aliens  in  the  execution  of  your  duty  in  the  nightly  watch,  and  bow 
often  :  What  was  done  with  them:  Were  they  set  at  large  or  committed  to  gaol  to  be  shipped  off? 

A.  I  have  only  taken  up  one,  who  was  a  Curacao  man,  and  the  next  morning  he  was  brought 
before  the  magistrates,  when  he  produced  his  ticket,  and  was  discharged. 

Q.  Are  you  aware  of  any  aliens  having  been  sent  to  the  guard-house  by  the  alien  officer  :  State 
what  was  done  with  those  people  generally  :  Were  they  committed  or  set  at  large  without  certificates 
or  police-tickets  ? 

A.  There  have  been  some  sent  to  the  guard-house;  but,  not  being  in  the  office  during  the  investi- 
gation, I  cannot  sav  how  thev  were  disposed  of. 

Q.  Are 
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Q.  Are  there  not  many  foreigners  of  colour  and  negroes  going  about  Kingston  without  certifi- 
cates ? 

A.  I  cannot  tell,  never  having  taken  up  but  one  as  I  before  mentioned,  and  he  had  his  ticket. 

Q  I  hive  vou  ever  been  abused  for  being  too  strict  in  taking  up  foreigners;  if  so,  by  whom  ? 

A.  When  I  took  tip  that  one,  I  was  cautioned  by  the  magistrates  to  take  up  a  proper  person. 

Q.  What  are  your  instructions  from  your  police  officer  with  respect  to  aliens? 

A.  To  take  them  up  and  bring  them  before  the  sitting  magistrates,  if  we  can  fall  in  with  them. 

FllEDEllICK.  SlIULTS. 

James  Stewart  Innes,  esquire,  sworn  and  exmnined. 

Question.  Are  you  the  officer  appointed  by  law  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  persons  of  a  dan- 
gerous character  coining  to  this  island? 
Answer.  Yes,  sir,  I  am. 

Q.  Do  you,  as  required  by  law.  board  all  trading  vessels  arriving  in  the  harbour  of  Kingston  or 
Port  Royal,  and  search  for  such  persons  as  may  be  on  board,  who  arc  prohibited  from  landing  in 
this  island  except  under  certain  regulations  provided  by  law? 

A.  I  make  a  practice  of  going  on  the  water,  if  the  weather  will  permit,  during  the  day,  for  the? 
purpose  of  hoard  in?  vessels  that  may  arrive,  but  in  the  morning,  by  dawn  of  day,  I  invariably  make 
a  practice  of  boarding  all  vessels  that  may  have  come  in  the  day  before.  I  can  safely  say  I  have 
not  missed  one  morning  during  the  last  six  months  ;  and  frequently,  after  I  have  dined,  which  is 
about  the  hour  of  five,  I  proceed  also  on  the  water  for  the  purpose  of  boarding  all  vessels  that  may 
have  come  in  during  the  day,  and  there  inquire  as  to  the  cargo,  what  passengers  may  have  arrived, 
and  where  from,  and  to  whom  consigned,  which  is  all  noted  down  in  my  boat  book;  and,  frequent- 
ly, I  have  noted  the  same  to  the  person  acting  as  naval  ofiiccr,  as  a  guide  to  him  with  respect  to 
passengers. 

Q.  Whenever  you  have  taken  up  suspicious  characters,  and  caused  them  to  be  carried  before  the 
sitting  magistrates,  were  they  on  such  occasions  committed  to  be  sent  o!T  the  island,  or  were  they 
not,  in  some  instances,  set  at  large  ? 

A.  In  some  instances  persons  who  have  been  taken  up  as  aliens,  without  certificates  from  the. 
naval  officer,  have  been  brought  before  the  sitting  magistrates,  and  charged  in  writing  as  persons  of 
a  dangerous  description,  being  at  large  without  a  licence  from  the  governor.  In  some  instances 
the  magistrates  have  committed  such  persons,  who  could  not  produce  certificates  or  persons  to  give 
them  a  good  character,  to  gaol.  In  other  instances,  some  aliens  have  been  brought  before  the  Ma- 
gistrates, and  set  at  large,  on  the  principle  of  their  not  being  considered  as  natives  of  St.  Domingo, 
although  aliens:  When  such  persons  were  set  at  large,  they  were  recommended  to  quit  the  island 
ar,  early  as  possible. 

Q.  Did  you  not  lately  cause  to  be  carried  before  the  magistrates  a  brown  man  of  the  name  of 
Souche*,  of  whose  dangerous  character  you  had  received  information:  Please  to  state  the  particulars 
of  his  case,  and  how  he  was  disposed  of? 

A.  On  the  2d  November,  I  apprehended  Louis  Francois  Bouche  proceeding  through  the  streets! 
of  Kingston.  I  accosted  him  as  to  his  person  and  name ;  inquired  of  him  if  he  had  any  certificate* 
as  an  alien  to  permit  him  to  be  at  large,  when  he  produced  one,  signed  by  Mr.  Adams,  the  acting 
naval  ofiiccr.  I  inquired  of  him  how  he  got  this  ticket,  when  he  stated  in  answer  that  the  captain 
of  the  vessel  gave  it  to  him  ;  he  was  to  pay  to  the  master  10s.  and  that  it  was  good  for  him.  I  asked 
him  if  ever  he  had  been  near  the  naval  or  police  office :  He  stated  no ;  he  did  not  know  where  they 
were,  and  refused  in  the  first  instance  taking  the  ticket  from  the  captain.  I  conveyed  him  to  my 
house,  and  there  inquired  more  particularly  as  to  his  motive  for  coming  here.  In  consequence  of 
his  prevaricating  in  his  answer  to  such  questions  put  to  him,  I  deemed  it  proper  to  lodge  him  in  the 
guard-house  until  the  magistrates  met.    When  they  met,  he  was  brought  before  Mr.  Mais,  the 
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sitting  magistrate  for  that  day.     Mr.  Dallas,  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  interrogated  him  as  to  whore 
lie  was  horn :  He  stated  at  New-Orleans,  but,  upon  a  close  investigation,  it  came  out  that  he  w  is  a 
native  of  Aux-Caycs,  and  that  some  years  back  he  came  with  his  mother  from  Aiix-Cayes  to  this 
country  to  obtain  advice  on  account  of  a  bad  eye  that  he  had.    lie  was  recommended  to  doctor 
Keisselbach,  and  after  having  li Is  advice,  proceeded  to  Cuba,  where  he  had  been  residing  for  some 
years  past.    From  that  he  had  proceeded  to  New-Orleans,  and  from  thence  to  this  country,  for -the 
purpose  of  proceeding  to  Cuba,  where  he  had  an  aunt.    The  reasons  for  my  having  .been  so  parti- 
cular in  respect  to  him  arose  from  a  person  of  the  name  of  Juan  Baptistc,  commonly  called  Jose, 
now  one  of  my  boat's  crew,  and  who  was  formerly  a  cook  on  board  of  a  vessel  seized  by  me  as 
coming  from  Jeremie,  which  vessel  is  now  under  a  court  of  admiralty.    Considering  Juan  Baptiste 
as  being  a  person  likely  to  be  acquainted  with  many  characters  residing  in  Bifferent  parts  of  Hayti, 
where  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of  trading  as  by  his  own  account  to  me,  I  invited  him  into  my  ser- 
vice as  one  of  my  boat's  crew.     When  it  was  represented  from  the  king's  house,  that  there  were 
persons  of  a  dangerous  description  at  large  in  the  city  of  Kingston,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  make 
every  exertion  in  my  power  to  come  at  these  individuals.     On  inquiry  of  lids  man,  whether  he 
knew  or  was  acquainted  whether  any  natives  of  Hayti  were  at  large  in  Kingston,  he  pointed  out 
two  persons :  —  One,  Louis  Pont  Chateau,  upon  which  I  apprehended  Louis  Pont  Chateau, 
and  brought  him  before  the  magistrates.     It  was  clearly  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
magistrates  that  he  had  belonged  to  a  vessel,  which  was  seized  and  condemned.     In  conse- 
quence of  his  being  without  his  vessel,  and  no  immediate  oppportunity  of  leaving  the  island, 
he  was  desired  to  bring  forward  seme  persons  to  be  bound  for  his  leaving  the  country  within 
a  certain  period.    Louis  Bremand,  a  cabinet-maker  in  the  city  of  Kingston,  became  security  in 
the  sum  of  500/.  that  Louis  Pont  Chateau  should  leave  the  country  within  fifteen  days.  Louis 
Francois  Bouche,  who  is  intimate  with  Pont  Chateau,  had  stated  on  his  examination  that  he 
knew  him  in  Cuba  from  a  boy,  although  Louis  Pont  Chateau  declares  himself  to  know  no- 
thing of  Bouche.     .'nan  Baptiste,  commonly  called  Jose,  was  also  brought  before  the  sitting  ma- 
gistrates io  identify  Bouche  :   He  declared  Bouche  to  be  a  man  he  had  seen  at  Jeremie,  dressed 
with  dark  pantaloons,  white  waistcoat,  blue  coat,  and  epaulettes,  and  he  was  sure  that  was  the  man, 
and  that  Louis  Pont  Chateau  chose  to  declare  that  he  knew  all  about  him.     On  Juan  Boptiste-'s 
(commonly  called  Jose)  first  identifying  him  before  the  magistrates,  he  couhl  not  particularly  state 
the  time  or  month  when  he  saw  Bouche  in  Jeremie;  in  consequence,  Bouche  was  remanded  until 
the  next  day,  when  Mr.  Mais  and  Mr.  Harris  sat.     Bouche  -was  again' brought  forward  aud  more, 
particularly  examined,  when  he  brought  forward  a  person  of  the  name  of  Marseilles,  a  Frenchman, 
a  Mr.  Monitc,  a  cabinet-maker,  and  a  French  brown  woman,  living  with  a  gentleman  in  Kingston, 
to  speak  as  to  his  character  and  their  knowledge  of  him.     Monitc  stated  he  knew  him  in  Orleans 
three  or  four  years  ago.     Marseilles  stated,  he  also  knew  him  some  years  ago,  when  he  first  arrived 
in  Kingston.     The  French  brown  woman  stated  she  knew  his  mother  in  Aux-Cayes,  and  him  from 
a  little  boy,  and  that  she  had  asked  him  what  he  was  doing  here,  and  where  he  was  going,  and  that 
she  could  assist  him  in  going  oh' the  country,  if  he-would  apply  for  a  conveyance.     Bouche  stated 
he  had  been  from  the  month  of  August  to  the  present  time  in  Kingston,  and  that  he  had  never 
lr.ade  application  for  a  conveyance  off 'the  country,*  although,  to  my  knowledge,  three  or  four  vessels 
have  sailed  within  that  period  to  St.  Jago  de  Cuba,  where  he  was  desirous  of  going.     He  answered, 
when  asked  what  were  his  reasons  for  net  having  applied  to  seme  persons  to  give  him  a  passage  off 
the  country,  that  Ids  means  were  small,  and  that  he  was  nqt  enabled  to  pay  for  a  passage.     lie  was 
asked  how  he  lived  here :   He  said  with  one  friend  and  another-     lie  was  desired  to  name  these 
friends,  when  he  brought  forward  the  abovomentioncd  persons,  who  had  spoken  as  to  his  character, 
and  who,  1  think,  areas  much  amenable  to  the  law  as  he  hknself-was.     I  was  asked  by  Mr.  Mais 
if  he  had  acted  widi  any  degree  o£  impropriety,  or  had  committed  any  charge.    I  replied  I  was  net 
aware  he  had  committed  any  impropriety,  but  that  of  acting  contrary  to  the  alien  laws.     He  was, 
therefore,  by  Mr.  Mais  told  that  he  was  at  large.    He,  Bouche,  in  a  peremptory  toncj  demanded 
I. would  give  him  his  certificate.    I  refused  it:   In  jfact,  it  was  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  DaUa*,  and  1 
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know  that  the  man  is  now  at  Lirge,  frequently  hovering  round  a  vessel  Called  the  Caridad,  which 
vessel  had  been  seized  by  me,  condemned  in  the  court  of  admiralty,  and  sold  by  the  officers  of  the 
customs.  Mr.  Coleman,  a  merchant  in  the  city  of  Kingston,  attended  the  sale  and  purchased  that 
vessel  in  Oil  behalf  the  original  owners  residing-  in  Aux-Cnyes  and  Jeremie,  who  said  that  she  was 
to  proceed  for  those  ports  on  account  of  her  original  owners,  and  hoped  he  never  would  again  see 
her,  for  he  wanted  none  of  them  to  come  to  him,  for  it  was  his  particular  instructions  to  his  agents 
in  I  fayti  not  to  consign  them  to  him. 

Q.  1  Live  you  not  seized  several  vessels  lately  as  having  come  from  St.  Domingo  to  this  island, 
contrary  to  the  British  act  of  parliament :  If  you  have,  what  became  of  the  master  and  crew  of  such 
vessels,  and  of  any  passengers  that  may  have  bean  on  board:  Were  they  committed  to  gaol,  or  al- 
lowed to  go  at  large  ? 

A.  The  number  of  vessel.?  that  have' been  seized  coming  directly  from  Ilayti  is  seven  or  eight, 
during  ;he  present  year,  all  which  have  been  condemned.  The  crew  of  one  of  the  vessels,  called 
the  Caridad,  was  brought  before  the  sitting  magistrates,  and  represented  in  a  charge  as  persons 
coming  from  I  Liyti.  Mr.  Dallas  interrogated  these  people,  and  even  recommended  (although  not 
required  by  law)  that  some  of  the  passengers  belonging  to  that  vessel,  who  now  reside  in  Kingston, 
should  be  sworn.  One  of  these  passengers  immediately,  on  oath,  declared  that  she  had  never  come 
from,  or  seen  any  part  of,  Ilayii.  The  consignee  has  since  acknowledged  her  coming  from  Ilayti, 
and  belonging  to  Aux-Caves,  and  that  the  said  woman  had  come  from  thence  with  the  vessel.  The 
result  of  the  examination  was,  that  the  whole  of  the  people  were  discharged.  The  crew  of  another 
vessel,  named  the  Esperanza,  v.  ere  also  taken  before  the  magistrates,  when  they  one  and  all  declared 
they  were  not  from  Ilayti,  and  that  they  were  Curacao  men  and  Spaniards,  and  were  discharged  ; 
and,  i;i  consequence  of  the  discharge  of  these  people,  I  never  took  the  crew  and  passengers  of  the 
ether  vessels  before  the  magistrates. 

Q.  Have  you  at  any  time  had  difficulties  put  in  your  way  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  required 
of  you  by  the  alien  act;  and  if  so,  by  whom  ? 

A.  Yes,  by  Mr.  Cowgill,  in  two  or  three  instances,  who  threatened  that  he  would  not  receive 
them  in  the  guard-house,  which  \.as  represented  by  me  verbally  to  several  of  the  magistrates,  when 
.  I  was  recommended  by  them  to  try  him,  and  see  if  he  would  refuse.  I  applied  also  to  a  man  of 
the  name  of  Egan,  who  was  formerly  in  the  guard,  to  make  a  proposafto  some  of  the  guard,  that 
if  they  would  tome  into  my  service  to  assist  in  taking  up  improper  characters,  which  would  be  still 
in  the  execution  of  their  duty  in  the  city-guard,  1  would  reward  them  with  50/.  or  more.  Mr. 
Egan  returned  for  answer,  that  he  had  applied  to  the  guard  to  that  effect,  When  the  lieutenant  of 
the  guard  stated  to  him  that  he  was  sure,  if  any  of  the  guard  came  into  my  employment,  Mr.  Cow- 
<ffi]l  would  discharge  them,

Jawe3  Stewart  Innes,  esquire,  sworn  end  examined. 

Question.  Can  you  recollect  whether,  cn  the  first  examination  of  Bouche,  Mr.  Mais  and  Mr. 
Harris  did  not  preside,  and  not,  as  you  have  said,  Mr.  Mais  only? 

Answer.  My  former  statement  is  correct.  Bouche  was  committed  to  the  guard-house  by  me 
cn  Sunday  the  1st  of  November:  On  Monday  the  2d,  I  took  him  before  the  magistrates,  and  on 
Tuesday,  the  following  day,  he  was  discharged.  On  Mouday,  Mr.  Mais  ouly  sat :  On  Tuesday, 
Mr.  Harris  was  sent  for  to  sit,  as  there  were  some  trials  to  come  on,  which  required  the  presence 
OT  two  magistrates. 

Q.  Can  you  inform  the  committee  the  kind  of  place,  and  description  of  people  living,  where  you 

found  Bouche  had  resorted  to? 

A.  The 
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A.  The  resilience  of  Bouchc,  which  I  compelled  him  to  shew  me  after  I  apprehended  him,  was 
in  a  negro-house  in  the  yard  of  a  French  woman,  named  Madame  La  Frizicrc,  in  Church- alley. 
The  persons  about  the  yard  were  negroes,  apparently  to  me  slaves,  the  property  of  this  French 
woman,  in  conversation  with  several  black  people  calling  themselves  Curacao  men,  who  are  in  the 
habit  of  trading  between  this  and  St.  Domingo  in  cattle  vessels.  On  mj  appearing  in  the  yard, 
these  black  people  immediately  dispersed  in  all  directions,  seemingly  quite  alarmed  at  my  ap- 
pearance. 

Q.  Have  you  not  had  reason  to  believe  that  secret  communications  between  Hayti  and  this  island 
are  frequently  carried  on  by  letters,  addressed  to  particular  French  women  residing  in  Kingston  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  was  told  in  conversation  by  a  Frenchman  of  the  name  of  Louis  DeJapnon,  who  was  in 
the  habit  of  trading  or  resorting  to  parts  in  Hayti,  that,  in  the  event  of  any  disturbances  arising  in 
this  island,  they  would  be  occasioned  by  a  constant  correspondence  which  is  kept  up  with  French 
women  of  colour  residing  in  this  island,  and  that  all  communications  went  through  that  channel, 
they  being  less  likely  to  suspicion.  Furthermore,  he  stated,  if  he  were  allowed  to  speak,  he  would 
explain  more  particularly  on  that  head  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  island,  and  that 
Kingston  was  too  much  thronged  with  natives  and  persons  coming  from  Hayti. 

Q.  In  what  situation  of  life  is  that  man  ? 

A.  A  trader  betwixt  this  and  St.  Thomas's  and  other  islands,  and  a  few  days  back  was  in  King- 
ston; and  I  still  think  he  is  there. 

Q.  What  is  generally  the  ostensible  situations  in  life  of  the  French  women  of  colour  to  whom 
you  have  just  alluded,  and  by  what  means  are  they  supported  ? 

A.  They  are  principally  supported  by  keeping  hucksters'  shops,  vending  grog  and  provisions  to 
negroes,  some  living  in  the  capacity  of  housekeepers  with  gentlemen  in  Kingston,  but  the  greater 
part  keep  shops,  and  retailing  liquors.

Mr.  Louis  De  Janxon  sworn  and  examined. 

Mr.  Dejannon  having  informed  the  committee  that  he  was  incapable  of  replying  at  large  in  English, 
and  requested  to  give  his  evidence  in  French,  which  was  complied  with,  and  Mr.  Lacey  sworn 
in  as  interpreter, 

Question.  Where  were  you  born  :  And  how  long  have  you  been  residing  in  this  island  ? 
Answer.  I  was  born  in  St.  Lucia,  and  have  been  resident  here  four  years. 
Q.  What  is  your  calling  or  pursuit  in  lfe  ? 
A.  I  am  a  merchant. 

Q.  Are  vou  not  in  the  habit  of  trading  between  this  and  other  colonies,  or  the  neighbourhood 
of  this  island  :  And  what  colonies  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  have  made  several  voyages.  During  four  years  I  have  made  two  speculations  to  Hayti, 
and  after  that  to  Barracoa,  in  the  island  of  Cuba,  to  the  city  of  Santo-Domingo,  and  to  Monte- 
Christo. 

Q.  During  your  stay  in  Hayti,  had  you  any  opportunity  of  knowing  or  hearing  any  political 
opinions  of  the  Haytian  people  with  respect  to  Jamaica  and  the  intercourse? 

A.  I  had  very  little  to  do  with  with  politics  during  my  stay  in  that  country;  but,  I  believe,  their 
intentions  are  not  very  favourable  to  this  island. 

Q.  What  arc  the  principal  objects  of  the  people  of  Flay ti  which  cause  their  being  so  desirous  of 
a  trade  and  communication  with  this  island? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  Br 
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Q.  Do  you  not  believe  that  there  is  still  a  considerable  intercourse  kept  up  between  Hayti  and 
tli is  country  :  And  are  there  not  a  number  of  Haytiana  residing  in  or  about  Kingston  ? 

A.  I  know  of  no  intercourse;  those  who  carry  it  on  must  do  it  privately.  There  are  many 
French,  people  of  colour  in  Kingston,  but  I  cannot  say  whether  they  are  from  Martinique,  Guada- 
lonpe,  or  St.  Domingo.  I  think  the  police  of  Kingston  ought  to  know  that  better  than  1. 
Amongst  the  number,  I  have  recognized  many  that  I  have  seen  in  Hayti :  They  are  easily  known 
by  their  dress. 

Q.  Can  you  inform  the  committee  in  what  situation  in  life  any  of  the  persons  that  you  recognize 
to  have  seen  in  Hayti  were  in  that  colony  ;  and  what  are  now  their  pursuits  here? 

A.  All  that  I  have  seen  and  recognized  here,  as  having  seen  in  Hayti,  were  captains  of  vessels 
and  sailors  :  I  do  not  know  what  are  their  pursuits  here. 

Q.  In  what  manner  do  these  people  come  here  :  Is  it  not  in  the  capacity  of  seamen  employed  in 
vessels  trading  for  cattle  ? 

A.  They  come  here  in  Spanish  trading  vessels.  The  vessels  that  bring  cattle  never  come  from 
the  Frenc  h  part  of  St.  Domingo  ;  the  exportation  of  cattle  there  is  prohibited. 

Q.  Are  there  not  a  number  of  natives  of  Curacao  who  have  resided  in  Hayti,  and  who  come 
here  under  the  pretence  of  being  Dutch  people,  and  who  are  the  very  persons  who  assist  the  inter- 
course ? 

A.  No  :  I  have  not  observed  it. 

Q.  Are  there  not  a  number  of  those  negroes  and  people  of  colour,  calling  themselves  Dutch  or 
Curacao  men,  to  be  commonly  seen  about  the  city  of  Kingston,  looking  out  for  vessels  going  clan- 
destinely to  Hayti  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know.  There  are  many  Curacao  mulattoes  and  negroes  in  Kingston,  but  I  do 
not  know  what  they  do:  Of  those  that  are  actually  now  in  Kingston,  I  have  never  seen  any  in 
Hayti. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  said  in  conversation  with  any  person,  that  in  the  event  of  disturbances  hap- 
pening in  this  island  they  would  be  occasioned  by  the  constant  correspondence  which  is  kept  up 
with  French  women  of  colour  residing  in  this  island;  and  that  all  communications  went  through 
that  channel,  these  females  being  less  liable  to  suspicion  :  And  that,  if  you  were  allowed  to  speak 
out,  you  could  explain  more  particularly  on  this  circumstance ;  but  that  Kingston  was  too  much 
thronged  with  people  from  Hayti  ? 

A.  In  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Innes,  I  said  to  him  that  I  was  astonished  government  had  not 
recourse  to  measures  for  sending  oft  the  country  a  great  quantity  of  persons  of  colour,  particularly 
the  women  of  colour,  as  they  have  relations  in  Hayti,  with  whom  they  may  carry  on  a  correspondence. 
I  can  say  no  more  on  that  head.  When  I  was  coming  from  Hayti,  I  constantly  refused  both  pas- 
sengers and  letters;  but  I  know  there  are  captains  who  bring  letters  from  there.  I  also  said  that  if 
I  had  charge  of  the  police,  I  would  take  such  measures,  that  in  two  months  time  there  should  not 
be  <i  person  of  that  description  in  Kingston. 

Q.  Can  you  point  out  any  means  by  which  this  intercourse  could  be  stopped  ? 
A.  The  means  are  very  easy.     The  vessels'  papers,  in  the  first  instance,  should  be  carefully 
examined  and  ascertained,  whether  or  not  they  are  really  Spanish.     The  captains  should  also  be 
examined  with  respect  to  the  passengers  he  brings,  and  obliged  to  depose,  upon  oath,  under  a  heavy 
penalty,  that  none  were  from  Hayti. 

Q.  From  your -experience  and  knowledge  of  the  disposition  and  character  of  the  people  who 
have  come  from  St.  Domingo,  do  you  not  apprehend  some  mischief  may  be  occasioned  in  this 
island  by  their  putting  bad  notions  in  the  heads  of  the  negroes  and  the  lower  class  of  people  of 
colour  ? 

A.  One  great  advantage  is,  that  very  few  of  the  negroes  here  can  speak  French;  and  those  ideas 
cannot  be  conveyed  in  any  other  language  by  the  people  coming  here  from  St.  Domingo :  They 
dare  not  express  such  ideas,  for  fear  a  discovery  should  occasion  their  arrest  and  imprisonment.

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Q.  Do  you  not  know  any  instance  of  people  coming  from  Hayti  landing  to  the  eastward-  of 
Kingston,  about  the  ninth  mile-stone? 

A.  There  have  been  white  persons,  who  came  from  Hayti,  and  who  have  landed  at  Cow-Buy  : 
The  name  of  one  person,  who  so  landed,  was  Lavasseurc.

John  Pavageau,  esquire,  sworn  end  exemincd. 

Question.  Is  it  within  your  knowledge  that  an  intercourse  exists  between  -Hayti  and  the  port  of 
Falmouth  ? 

Answer.  I  have  known  of  a  vessel  arriving  there  from  Hayti  some  time  ago  :  She  was  called,  I 
think,  the  Adolphus,  and,  I  believe,  consigned  to  Dunn  and  Dallas. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Innes  as  an  officer  of  the  customs,  and  an  officer  under  the  alien  act? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Had  you  ever  reason  to  believe-that  he  received  douceurs  for  winking  at  any  intercourse  tha.!. 
was  passing  between  Hayti  and  Kingston  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  :  I  never  had  reason  for  believing  it. 

Q.  Have  you  not  heard,  and  do  you  not  believe,  that  several  vessels  trade  Irom  Hayti  to  Fal- 
mouth ? 

A.  I  have  hea^d  of  a  number  of  arrivals  there,  but  I  do  not  of  my  own  knowledge  know  of  any 
but  the  one  I  have  mentioned. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  made  presents  of  wine,  or  any  other  good  things,  to  Mr.  Innes  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  made  him  once  a  present  of  a  case  of  one  dozen  of  claret :   I  think  about  two  years 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Innes  ever  receive  a  gratuity  from  your  house  in  his  public  character  of  alien  of- 
ficer ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  consider  Mr.  Innes  to  be  an  active  officer,  or  do  you  not  think  he  might  have  done 
his  duty  as  alien  officer  mere  strictly  in  some  instances  ? 

A.  As  far  as  has  come  within  my  observation,  he  has  done  his  duty  as  strictly  as  laid  in  his 
power.

Question.  By  what  authority  do  you  exercise  the  right  to  appoint  gaolers  in  this  island? 
Answer.  Bv  «  deputation  from  lord  Bravbrookc,  the  patentee  of  the  of§c&  r 

•«Q.  How 
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Q.  How,  and  to  what  amount,  arc  your  deputies,  who  are  the  gaolers,  paid  for  their  ser- 
•  vices? 

A.  They  are  paid  by  a  proportion  of  the  foes  of  the  office :  They  receive  no  specific  remune- 
ration fur  the  gaols :  On  the  contrary,  I  conceive  them  to  be  a  heavy  contingency. 

Q,  Do  your  deputies  enter  into  any  security  for  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of  their  duly 
as  gaolers  ? 

A.  They  *nt«  >llto  security  of  8000/.     The  safe  keeping  of  all  prisoners  committed  to  their 
charge  is  specifically  mentioned  in  the  security-bond. 

Q.  Can  you  produce  before  die  committee  any  of  these  bonds? 
A.  Yes  :  I  lore  are  two,  the  one  filled  up,  the  other  blank. 
Q,  Who  are  the  present  attornies  to  the  patentee? 

A.  Messieurs  Edward  Bullock,  William  Bullock,  George  Kinghorn,  John  Shand,  and  Lach- 
hu\  M'Bayne. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  represented  to  the  grand  court  the  insufficiency  of  the  county-gacls  for  se- 
curing prisoners,  in  consequence  of  their  making  their  escapes? 

A.  The  State  of  the  gaols  for  the  counties  of  Cornwall  and  Surrey  were  represented  by  the 
grand  inquests  for  those  counties,  which  I  conceive  superseded  any  necessity  for  my  representing 
it.  A  representation  was  also  made  by  the  corporate  body  to  his  grace  the  governor  on  the  state 
of  the  Kingston  gaol. 

Q.  Do  you  not  consider  your  deputies  and  their  sureties  responsible  for  the  safb  custody  of  all 
persons  committed  to  gaol  by  lawful  authority  ? 
A.  Certainly,  I  do. 

H.  Phaser,  provost-marskal-general.

Mr.  Stevens  Wood  sveorn  and  examined. 

Question.  Are  you  appointed  by  the  provost-marshal-general  to  the  charge  of  the  Kingston 
gaol,  and  what  are  the  duties  you  are  directed  to  perform  ? 

Answer.  I  am  appointed  by  ihe  provost-marshal  as  his  deputy,  generally  iu  the  execution  of  ail 
process,  and  the  charge  of  the  Kingston  gaol  has  always  been  considered  as  part  of  the  duty  cf  the 
deputy-marshal  for  that  district.  As  to  the  internal  regulations  and  management  of  the  gaol,  there 
is  a  vhite  person,  who  resides  there,  and  who  has  strict  orders  from  me  to  pay  particular  attention, 
i.ot  only  to  the  debtors,  but  also  to  all  criminals  confined  therein,  and  is  appointed  solely  for  that 
purpose. 

1  Q.  What  salary  or  emolument  do  you  derive,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  that  appointment  ? 

A.  None  whatever  as  keeper  of  the  gaol :  But  on  the  contrary,  as  will  appear  by  my  accounts 
with  the  public,  J.  am  in  advance  an  immense  sum  for  the  maintenance  of  prisoners  under  commit- 
ment. The  amount  advanced  lat>t  year,  as  by  my  account,  was  2500/.  and  the  emoluments  of  the 
-  commitments  about  5Ql. 

Q.  Have  any  instances  happened  during  your  charge  of  prisoners  escaping  from  the  gaol?  If 
any,  inform  the  committee  as  to  the  crimes  for  which  they  were  committed  :  Their  names,  and  the 
means  by  which  they  were  enabled  to  effect  their  escape  ? 

A.  There  have  been  six  instances  of  persons  escaping  from  the  gaol  in  Kingston  since  the 
charge  devolved  on  me,  which  was  in  October,  1811,  viz.  John  Gardner,  charged  with  piracy  ; 
Malcolm  M'Caulskey,  under  sentence  of  the  Surrey  assize- court  for  ill-treating  a  negro;  John 
Detrew,  sentenced  to  imprisonment  under  the  inveigling  act;  William  Fitzgerald,  for  murder; 
"Henry  Matched,  for  robbery,  and  Edmund  Parnall,  for  piracy.  Gardner,  Fitzgerald,  Matched, 
and  Parivall  escaped  by  breaking  out  of  the  cells,  which  were  in  a  very  insecure  state,  and  the  wall* 
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of  the  yard  summnding  the  cells  were  also  very  insecure :  The  remaining  two,  M'Caulskey  and 
Detrew,  escaped  from  the  rooms  in  which  they  were  confined,  and  which  were  likewise  totally  out 
of  order.  M'Caulskey  was  retaken  immediately  or  shortly  after  his  escape,  and  has  since  paid  the 
fine  adjudged  by  the  court:  Parnall  was  also  retaken,  and  died  of  the  wounds  lie  received  in  the 
scuffle  when  he  was  apprehended,  as  by  a  reference  to  the  coroner's  inquest  will  appear.  In  con- 
sequence of  the  escape  of  John  Gardner,  and  afterwards  of  Fitzgerald  and  Matched,  I  made  ap- 
plication to  Robert  M;Clelland,  Samuel  Walker,  Robert  Smith,  and  Robert  Graham,  esquires, 
four  of  the  corporate  body  of  Kingston,  to  inspect  the  situation  of  the  cells  and  walls  of  the  cell- 
yard,  which  they  accordingly  did,  and  reported,  in  writing,  that  the  escape  of  the  said  prisoners 
was  entirely  owing  to  the  improper  manner  in  which  the  cells  were  constructed,  namely,  the  hinges 
to  the  doors  and  the  locks  thereto  being  inside ;  and  that  the  walls  of  the  cell-yard  were  insecure, 
and  in  very  bad  order. 

Q.  Is  not  the  custody  of  the  gaol  left,  in  a  great  measure,  with  the  keeper  appointed  by  vou, 
and  exclusively  so,  when  you  are  employed  in  the  other  various  duties  of  your  office,  which  fre- 
quently takes  you  out  cf  the  county  ? 

A.  The  gaol  is  left  at  certain  periods,  more  particularly  during  my  attendance  on  the  grand 
court,  to  the  care  of  the  keeper  appointed  by  me  to  superintend  it. 

Q.  Are  all  persons,  who  are  about  to  take  the  benefit  of  the  insolvent  debtors'  act,  actually  con- 
fined in  the  gaol,  or  are  they  not,  in  some  instances,  permitted  to  retire  within  their  own  habi- 
tation, or  some  other  private  dwelling,  during  the  time  prescribed  by  law  for  their  confine- 
ment ? 

A.  It  is  not  in  every  instance  that  insolvent  debtors  are  confined  in  the  county-gaol,  but  are 
considered  in  custody,  and  remain  in  their  own  dwellings -during  the  period  prescribed  by  law  for 
their  confinement. 

Q.  Do  you  now  consider  the  county-gaol  in  a  proper  state  of  security? 

A.  No  :  The  rooms  in  which  the  criminals,  white,  brown,  and  black,  are  confined,  are  totally 
out  of  repair :  The  rooms  on  the  right  and  left  wings  of  the  debtors'  yard  are  built  on  the  outside 
walls,  the  windows  of  the  rooms  looking  directly  into  the  street  and  lane ;  and  the  whole  of  the 
gaol,  except  the  walls  lately  run  up,  is  in  nearly  a  ruinous  state:  The  doors  of  the  condemned  cells 
are  greatly  decayed.

Mr.  Harry  Reid  sworn  and  examined. 

Question.  Are  you  appointed  by  the  provost-marshal-general  to  the  charge  of  the  Cornwall 
gaol,  and  what  are  the  duties  you  are  directed  to  perform  ? 

Answer.  I  am :  My  deputation  is  to  execute  all  writs  and  process  that  may  come  to  my  hands. 
I  do  not  think  there  is  any  thing  in  the  deputation  respecting  the  gaol. 

Q.  What  salary  or  emolument  do  you  derive,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  that  appointment  ? 

A.  I  derive  no  emolument  from  the  charge  of  the  gaol. 

Q,  Have -any  instances  happened  during  your  charge  of  prisoners  escaping  from  the  gaol  ?  If 
any,  inform  the  committee  as  to  the  crimes  for  which  they  were  committed:  Their  names,  and  the 
means  by  which  they  were  enabled  to  effect  their  escape ! 

A.  A  prisoner  of  the  name  of  George  Wilson,  for  theft,  escaped  from  the  old  gaol  by  getting 
through  a  window,  there  being  no  wall  round  the  gaol  to  prevent  his  escape  :  A  prisoner  of  the 
name  of  Donald  M'Cailum,  for  attempting  murder,  who  was  commuted  during  my  attendance 
on  the  June  grand  court,  escaped  by  getting  through  a  gate  or  window,  owing,  as  I  am  informed, 
to  the  treachery  of  the  keeper,  who  has  since  been  tried  and  punished  for  the  offence. 

Q.  Do  you  now  consider  the  county-gaol  in  a  proper  state  of  security  ? 

A.  I  do  not :  The  buildings  of  the  new  gaol  are  too  small  to  contain  the  number  of  prisoners 
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>n1  in  from  (ho  different  parishes  of  the  county  ■  The  wall  round  the  premises  is  too  low,  and 
there  is  no  ivll,  and  the  alterations  I  would  recommend  are  as  follow: 

\  bunding,  similar  to  the  one  erected  to  the  northward  of  the  present  building,  for  white  debtors 

only. 

A  kitchen  and  privy  for  this  building]  clear  of  the  wall. 
A  well  to  be  sunk,  with  a  suitable  pump. 

The  wall  round  the  whole  to  be  raised  to  sixteen  feet,  and  capped  with  glass-bottles. 
The  present  kitchen  r.nd  priw  to  be  removed  from  the  wall. 

\  :cll  U>  be  built  on  a  suitahle  spot,  with  arched  roof,  double  doors,  walls  three  feet  thick,  with 
plat  form  and  fixed  bloc  ks  or  stauncheons  for  four. 

The  yard  to  be  divided  by  stone  walls,  so  as  to  keep  the  prisoners  separate. 

"the  building  on  the  Barnet  road  to  be  secured  by  removing  the  windows  from  the  front  and 
ends  to  the  back,  and  the  space  built  up. 

Inside  shutters  to  all  the  vindows  in  half,  to  admit  air.
